What can be done to get record companies to improve their 
products? I refer to the seemingly inescapable pops, scratches, 
and warps that adorn otherwise perfectly fine records. Aside 
from repeated trips to exchange albums at the store (little help 
when they're all bad), no one seems to have any other 
suggestions for improvement. M.C., Cambridge. 

Record companies are continually trying to improve the quality 
of albums, and for that matter when you consider how many 
millions of the things are produced each year, the quotient of 
lemons is rather commendable. (Though I’m not quite certain 
what you mean about the popped, scratched, and warped record 
that is “otherwise perfectly fine.”’) Reputable music stores will, 
of course, exchange albums containing manufacturing defects, 
and if any entire pressing is bad the manufacturer will generally 
recall it and replace the albums at his own expense. Aside from 
the route you’re now following, an occasional note to the 
customer relations department of repeat offenders is really your 
only recourse until the technology of record pressing becomes 
perfect.

I received a very fine (and rather expensive) leather wineskin a 
few months back, but have been unable to enjoy it for fear of 
ruining it. I know there’s something you must do to the skin 
before using it, but no one seems to know what it is! Also should 
only one kind of wine be used once the skin is prepared? Thank 
you.

It depends entirely on what type of leather it is, and of course, 
what brand of wineskin you have. Bob Ricker at House of 
Taurus, a local manufacturer of skins, explains that wineskins 
with an inner bag need no seasoning and can in fact be left emp- 
ty between uses — after a thorough rinsing, of course. With this 
sort of bag you can, of course, drink anything, though you might 
want to purge the taste of the tequila before you fill up with 
chablis. Wineskins without an inner bag, on the other hand, 
should be kept filled to prevent the leather from cracking. While 
you'd want to fill your skin with a wine compatible with 
whatever you've been keeping in it, there is no more reason not 
to vary the contents than there is to smoke exclusively one brand 
of tobacco in a pipe.

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ON CAMBODIA 


To the Editor: 


I wish to comment on 
two items in the paper. 
(Phoenix, July 17, 1973). 


S. Nashtar’s letter on the 
rimster theory, while being very 
effective in dealing with current 
American regionalism, seems to 
ignore the more potent 
arguments. For one thing, the 
whole theory was hatchéd to 
cause agitationand serve the end 
of conflicting groups of ex- 
tremists involved in long and in- 
tricate (and often violent) argu- 
ment with each other, and done 
in such a way as to not only 
wholly obscure the issues of 
Watergate, but also the motives 
of the arguers. It also ignores the 
fact that many of the cowboy 
capitalists, in particular the con- 
glomerateurs like James Ling, 
where rimsters par excellence 
and had left-democratic 
leanings. It would probably be 
too conflicting, and thus ex- 
plainable away, that LBJ found- 
ed OEO, especially with this 
sterilization thing. In any case, 
the theory is not worth taking 
seriously. (As a side note, I have 
been siding with those unknown 
Washingtonians who are quoted 
as saying that Brezhnev li- 
quidated the scandal, and that it 
was all over once Dean hit the 
stand. But I would go further, 
and say the burgling had 
precious little to do with the 
scandal.) 

What I really wanted to write 
about was Cambodia. There is 
not one outside group that does 
not have evil intentions on those 
people. And each side has one, or 
often several, conflicting groups 
of natives working for its nasty 
ends. These include the US, 
China, the USSR, Japan,both 
Vietnams separately and 
together, and doubtless a few 
others. The principle scenario is 
the US leaving a neutral SE Asia 


for combined Japanese-Russian - 


development, while we keep 
Thailand just to make sure. The 
oil lease bit is probably a bit of 
obfuscation, in any case it is not 
worth the investment of a war 
even to the most greedy thug. 
China wants an independent SE 
Asia, because independence on 
the marches means lack of oc- 
cupation by enemies, which 
means de facto Chinese 
hegemony. This is official COM- 
MUNIST Maoist doc- 
trine—and would you believe 
royalist! To this extent, there is 
a minor US-USSR-Japan 
alliance against Cambodia. The 
situation is different in Vietnam, 
where Russia wants North Viet- 
nam to be its satellite on the 
Chinese border, but has got as 
sick of sending tanks south as we 
have of sending bombs north. 
The Sino-Soviet conflict in Viet- 
nam is hidden by Communist 
news censorship, but occasional- 
ly comes into the open. This 
mainly in military things like 
supply routes, a rejected offer of 
foreign volunteers, timing of 
offensives to world affairs, and 
the like. I must emphasize the 
cause of these things is domestic 
intrigues in these countries, to a 
large extent. The general trend 
in world politics is a blend of the 
Nixon and Brezhnev doctrines. 
China will not prevail. As for the 
people of Indochina, who we are 
supposedly fighting against, 
their position is like that of the 
Georgian peasant asked to 
choose between Hitler and 
Stalin.

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State Punches Holes in Police Punch Cards

Despite personal protests from Gov. 
Francis Sargent to U.S. Attorney General 
Elliot Richardson, the federal government 
will continue to seek court action to force 
Massachusetts to join the 49 other states 
in supplying individual police records to 
an FBI national computer data bank. The 
government’s intention to pursue its 
federal court case, expressed by the U.S. 
Attorney’s office here, appears undeterred 
by one court defeat already, not by the 
Governor's letter to Richardson claiming 
that the: National Crime Information 
Center (NCIC) lacks adequate safeguards 
for the civil liberties of those with records 
in the FBI system. 

The NCIC system, created by the 
federal Law Enforcement Assistance Ad- 
ministration, will if fully implemented, 
supply arrest records of some 50 million 
Americans to more than 40,000 law en- 
forcement agencies nationwide, as well as 
allowing numerous other agencies access 
to the records through federal laws 
Sargent has characterized as loose. 

The Governor, spurred by the vigilance 
of the chief of his Law Enforcement Com- 
mission, Arnold Rosenfeld, has par- 
ticularly criticized the presence in the 
NCIC of arrest records of persons later 
found innocent, and of political in- 
telligence information on persons 
suspected of being domestic security 
risks. 

The civil kiberties conflict has resulted 
from differences between federal “infor- 
mation access” laws and a strict new 
Massachusetts law (Chapter 805, 1972) 


- that took effect in January and has 


already, through Rosenfeld’s work, denied 
access to police records to some 100 public 
and private agencies in the state that 
previously could peruse them. 

Richardson, in a reply to Sargeht’s 
letter, said he shared the Governor’s 
“concern” and promised an investigation 
and a study. Governor’s aides have called 
the reply vague. 


Richardson’s concern does not, ap-_ 


parently, extend to the point of suspen- 


ding court action undertaken by Asst. . 


U.S. Atty. William Brown on behalf of the 


Small Business Administration (SBA). 


and Defense Investigative Service (DIS), 
two federal agencies denied access to 
Massachusetts police files by Rosenfeld 
and his Criminal History Board. Both the 
SBA and the DIS (the intelligence arm of 
the Defense Department) say their 
departmental regulations will force them 
to withold federal funds to private 
Massachusetts enterprises pending 


security checks on potential employees- 


whose records have been withheld.

Sargent aide Andy Klein reports that 
the Governor’s office is currently attemp- 
ting to interest other states in the civil 
liberties threat of the NCIC, to the end of 
forcing new federal guidelines limiting the 
system’s type of information, and the 
number of agencies with access to it. 
Klein says that at least three states—New 
York, Iowa and Pennsylvania—have ex- 
pressed interest.

Dear Elliot... 


The following is the text of Governor 
Francis Sargent’s letter to the U.S. At- 
torney General in connection with this 
state’s concern over the use of the 
National Crime Information Center: 


Dear Elliot : 

I am writing of my growing concern 
regarding the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation’s national criminal infor- 
mation system and its proposed in- 
terlocking with state criminal systems. 

In line with the President’s Commis- 
sion on Law Enforcement and Ad- 
ministration of Justice report of 1967, I 
have strongly supported 
Massachusetts’ substantial commit- 
ment of Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration funds to build a state- 
wide criminal history information 
system. It has been designed to inter- 
face with the FBI’s National Crime In- 
formation computerized system. 

However, I take very seriously the 
President’s Commission’s warning 
that the application of computer 
technology for criminal justice informa- 
tion requires special precautionary 
steps to protect individual rights. The 
Massachusetts Criminal information 
system has been designed to provide 
internal and external safeguards 


agains potential abuse. Unfortunately, 
I have seen no similar action on the 
part of the Department of Justice, the’ 
Attorney General, or the FBI to con- 
struct equivalent safeguards for the 
national criminal information system. 

To be frank, recent revelations con- 
cerning the...top government 
employees do not inspire confidence. 
There are serious doubts that internal 
controls and self-policing by operating 
agencies or administrators can 
guarantee the integrity of something as 
sensitive and potentially abusive as an 
interfacing national/state criminal in- 
formation computer system. 

For this reason I am hesitant to en- 
courage Massachusetts to participate 
in the FBI’s NCIC until such time as 
the Department of Justice or Congress 
provides sufficient guarantees to 
safeguard individual rights and the 
system’s integrity against abuse. 
‘"When these measures are taken, 
please be assured that Massachusetts 
will cooperate fully in building a 
national criminal offender information 
system that will aid our society in con- 
trolling crime while protecting the 
precious rights of our citizens. With

Massachusetts residents whose police 
records have been requested by 162 
different agencies since January. 
Thousands of these records, housed at the 
central probation office, have been 
withheld because of Chapter 805. The new 
law, most stringent in the nation limits 
access to police records to “criminal 


justice agencies” and other bodies allowed 
to look by “specific statute.” 


The state law also prohibits, for exam- 
ple, a police officer legally entitléd to the 
records from giving them to, say, a 
bank—not entitled to them. Known as a 
secondary access regulation, it goes so far 
as to preclude the Governor himself from 
seeing records. It does, however, allow any 
citizen to examine his own police record to 


- make sure it is accurate and up-to-date. 


(Prior to this year, none of this was the 
case, with dissemination left to the discre- 


tion of individual police). 


The federal government regulations 
have none of the above safeguards. 

Under Arnold Rosenfeld’s watchful eye, 
some very prominent agencies have been 
denied access to criminal records they 
once checked routinely. Rosenfeld es- 
timates that at least 10,000 such request 
that would have been routinely granted 
by local police have faced scrutiny this 
year, with many denied. 


Agencies Denied 


Agencies denied access include the 


' following, all thwarted in the past week: 


1) The state Department of Public 
Welfare: Rosenfeld reports the welfare 
department had routinely checked out its 
clients’ pasts, as well as checking out non- 
welfare recipients seeking to adopt a child 
under the DPW’s aegis. 

2) The Retail Credit Corp.: This enter- 
prise is a clearinghouse for major credit 


- card operations, and sought to determine 


if persons might be credit risks on the 
basis of criminal records. 

3) Five major Boston banks: Rosenfeld 
declined to name the banks, but said they 
sought information for purposes of both 
credit and hiring. 

By far the most far-reaching denials, 
however, have been those of the SBA and 
DIS, made last May. Governor’s aide 
Klein emphasizes the importances of 
those denials being tested in court, saying 
that “neither agency has statutory right 
to the information. They just invented 
departmental regulations for the oc- 
casion—they were used to getting any in- 
formation they wanted. They are, now, 
trying, in effect, to make law 
themselves.” 


the government win its case, 


says Klein, not only would massive inva- 
sion of privacy result, but the dangerous 
precedent of agencies making their own 
rules and enforcing them would be set. “‘It 
would be disaster,” says Klein. ‘“‘Think if 
someone like Howie Phillips (acting head 
and chief dismantler of the Office of 
Economic Opportunity) could make up 
any regulations he’ wants, or find out 
anything he wants about an OEO client.”’ 

Klein and Rosenfeld both feel most 
strongly about the federal case, even 
though the state has also been threatened 
with court action by private in-state 
businesses. Their feelings are due to 
another aspect of the weak federal law. 
“It’s only as strong as its weakest link,” 
says Klein. In other words, even if 
Massachusetts denies unauthorized agen- 
cies access to its police records and makes 
sure those records are accurate and up-to- 
date, the denied party could find 
satisfaction across state lines once 
Massachusetts. were plugged into the 
NCIC system, with its inadequate 
safeguards. For example, says Rosenfeld, 


’ the Retail Credit Corp. could go to New 


Hampshire and find out local . 
Massachusetts information they could 
not obtain in the Bay State. 

Asst. U.S. Atty. Brown declines any 
comment on the particulars or im- 
plications of the case from the view of his 
clients. Local FBI agent James Newpher 
reports, however, that his agency has not 
felt hampered by Sargent’s refusal to plug 
into the NCIC, adding that his depart- 
ment does not consider policy questions 
anyhow. Those questions must be decided 
by higher-ups like Secretary Richardson, 
who, by Congressional mandate, can 
regulate the information in the NCIC. 
Civil Liberties 

The question of unmonitored police 
records has become the leading cause 
celebre of the American Civil Liberties 
Union of late, and was the subject of a 
lengthy New York Times Magazine arti- 
cle by ACLU head Aryeh Neir. Neir, 
characterized the dissemination of the 
arrest records of unconvicted persons as a 
violation of due process of law. He 
recounted examples of persons denied 
jobs, both in government and business, 
because they were once picked up. The 
ACLU leader also documented the “round 
up the usual suspects” syndrome, in 
which police often pick up previously 
arrested persons when a crime has been 
reported. 

Another danger of the unmonitored 
NCIC appears in the following example of

Nixon the Recluse 


President Nixon has become 
the most reclusive United States 
President in modern times. 

During Nixon’s four-and-a- 
half years in the White House, he 
has held a record low of just 31 
press conferences — the last one 
held more that four months ago. 
This means that Nixon has 
publically faced the press an 
average of about once every eight 
to nine weeks in office. 

Both president Eisenhower 
and President Kennedy held 
press conferences about once 
every two weeks; and president 
Johnson met the press even more 
often — averaging a conference 
about once every 11 days. 

President Franklin Roosevelt, 
despite the heavy burdens of the 
depression followed by World 
War Two, holds the modern 
record: during his sixteen-plus 
years in the White House, 
F.D.R. faced the press nearly 
twice a week. 

Thus, in comparing Roosevelt 
with Nixon, history shows that 
Roosevelt went before the press 
and answered questions about 17 
times as often as the reclusive 
Mr. Nixon. 


Agent Orange 


“Agent Orange”’ is the com- 
mon name for a powerful weed- 
killing mixture that contains a 
chemical known as ‘‘2,4,5-T.”” 

Massive quantities of ‘Agent 
Orange’’ were sprayed in In- 
dochina by U.S. warplanes until 
1970, when it was discovered 
that the mixture is very probably 
a cause of beth cancer in humans 
and birth defects and still births 
in the children in pregnant 
women. As a result of that dis-

covery, the use of ‘‘Agent 
Orange” in Vietnam was halted 
abruptly in 1970 — and its use 
was vastly curtailed by the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
throughout the United States. 

It turns out, however, that 
U.S. Forest Service continues to 
be one of the world’s largest 
users of the deadly “2,4,5,-T.” 
The Forest Service has been 
spraying massive amounts of 
“2,4,5,-T” by airplanes and 
helicopters over heavy brush 
areas in America’s national 
forests. 


Gay Paper 


The estimated 200,000 
homosexuals in the Boston area 
now have access to their own 
weekly newspaper. Gay Com- 
munity News, a venture sup- 
ported by most of the local gay 
organizations came out with its 
fifth issue last week, with an up- 
date on the Arboretum slaying of 
a gay brother, a couple of pieces 
on gay organizations in financial 
trouble, a piece on a new Gay 
Defense Committee, list of 
events, and a new comic strip, 
“The Butterfly Brigade.” 

According to Ian Johnson, 
editor for the all-volunteer staff, 

“Gay Community News hopes to 
become a self-supporting ven- 
ture through ad-sales and sub- 
scriptions. The first four issues 
were paid for by the Charles 
Street Meeting House, which has 
donaed office space to the paper. 

The paper got started, he ex- 
plained, when a number of per- 
sons from different organizations 


took a look at communication 
needs in the gay community. 
“We first saw the need for better 
and more regular communica- 
tion between the groups,” he 
said, ‘‘and then saw that there 
was a need for contact between 
the organizations and the gay 
community at large. Everybody 
agreed that there should be one 
publication to list the events of 
the week. As we started 
publishing, we realized the need 
for more comprehensive news 
coverage, because in the straight 
media, there’s almost none on 
gay concerns. The policy we 
want to follow now is to keep our 
news objective, and the content 
event and action oriented.” 

For the next four issues, John- 
son continued, the staff has 
decided to experiment with 
accepting any ads, as long as 
they are in “good taste, whatever 
that means.” The ad policy will 
be reviewed. at the end of four 
weeks. 


Present circulation of Gay 
Community News is 1,000 with 
sales in most of the bars, some 
bookstores and coffee houses, 
but the goal is to build a sub- 
scription list. The cost for 10 
issues (mailed in a plain 
envelope, list kept strictly con- 
fidential) is $1.50, and the mail- 
ing address is Gay Community 
News, Charles’ Street 
Meetinghouse, 70 Charles 
Street, Boston, Mass.

Advocacy 


Some kind of award for the ul- 
timate in advocacy journalism 
should go to reporter Leonard 
Contardo of the North End Free 
Press, a weekly paper of the 
Italian neighborhood. Contardo 
chose to lift the guise of objec- 
tivity and meet head-on the 
problems of pedestrians in cross- 
ing Salem St., the thoroughfare 
adjoining the Central Artery 
which North End residents and 
bargain-hunting food shoppers 
alike must cross. In an article en- 
titled “How fast can you run 
with a bag of groceries?”, Con- 
tardo asked relief for bag-toting 
North Enders. He quoted city of- 
ficials as saying that it was more 
important to keep traffic flowing 
out of the Sumner Tunnel than 
aid pedestrians by prolonging 
the 10 seconds given them by the 
traffic light to scurry over to 
Martignetti’s or the Salem St. 
produce stands. 

The real impact of the story 
was not in the newspaper, 
though. Whether it was Contar- 
do who did it is not known, but, 
at any rate, a copy of the story 
has been posted where it matters 
most: directly above the button 
that frustrated cross-walkers 
must push in their vain attempt 
to stop Salem St. traffic. Seized 
with moral support and inspira- 
tion, suddenly-fearless 
pedestrians have been seen 
blocking traffic, climbing over 
cars stopped in the crosswalk, 
and cursing bilingually. En- 
vironmental Protection Agency, 
and city traffic division, take 
note.

More People Tell Higgins Stories Now

“Higgins, your honor. George V. 
Higgins.” 

The judge in the Boston courtroom was 
on loan from Montana to the overcrowded 
Massachusetts Federal District Court. Of 
course, he, like any other television 
viewer, had immediately recognized the 
defense lawyer — silky-smoooth Gerald 
Alch, who had starred during the early 
part of the Watergate hearings trying to 
rebut the charges of his former client 
James McCord that he had participated 
in the cover-up. But the prosecuting at- 
torney, although also a celebrity of sorts, 
was an unfamiliar face to the out-of-town 
judge, and so he had abruptly interrupted 
the prosecutors opening statement to get 
his name. 

The matter of his own identity es- 
tablished, Assistant US Attorney George 
Higgins leaned over the lectern to begin 
his argument to the jury. He’s tall, and at 
33 his face still has a bit of baby 
pudgine’s. His argument as he developed 
it was less like a dry legal brief than a 
television scenario. 

Undercover narcotics agent John 
O’Brian had spent four months setting up 
a cocaine deal in Springfield, Mass. Final- 
ly, he was taken to meet Silvio O. Grasso, 
a tight-faced fiftyish bail bondsman from 
Hartford, Conn. ‘‘This is Mr. G,”’ was the 
way Grasso was introduced to O'Brian. 
And Mr. G. was clearly Mister Big on this 
deal, promising lots of cocaine on a weekly 
basis. O’Brian feigned concern that the 
cocaine would be cut. “The stuff will be 


off the boat — untouched,”’ Grasso 
promised. 

Defense lawyer Alch rose to object 
strenuously to this style of narrative. The 
Montana judge ruled in Higgins’ favor, 
and he continued, describing how, when 
finally apprehended, Grasso surrendered, 
saying, “I’m glad it’s finally over. Now I 
can retire.” 

Throughout Higgins’ version, Grasso 
sat impassively. He was depending on an 
elaborate alibi that Alch would present in 
an effort to prove that Grasso had been 
doing bail bonds business in Connecticut 
at precisely the hour that Higgins and 
agent O’Brian claimed that he was deal- 
ing in dope in Massachusetts. 

Higgins was unworried by Alch’s 
defense. ‘‘We’re going to introduce 
evidence about how fast Grasso drives,” 
he said, leaning against the corridor wall 
during a recess that followed Alch’s open- 
ing statement. “He drives very fast. He 
got away from every tail put on him in a 
six month period. He did all the things 
Alch said he did on the day he was sup- 
posed to have done them — but not at the 
time Alch says he did them.” 

No question Higgins was all confidence. 
Indeed, he relished the battle ahead with 
Alch, who has built up a reputation on a 
nationwide circuit of murder and heavy 
crime cases. “You have to have a lot of 
confidence to be a trial attorney,” Higgins 
said. “You need all your ego; otherwise, 
you could never deal with the fact that 
sometimes you lose a case.” 


But it was not only a battle; it was also 
a drama. And the cast of characters and 
the dialogue and the plot might well have 
been found in one of the Boston-set crime 
novels by the best selling author, George 
V. Higgins. 


Unclear Boundaries 


On another day, Higgins sat at the end 
of the dimly-lit bar in the restaurant a few 
blocks from the courthouse. He was 
slumped down in his stool, sipping a tonic 
with lime but not gin. One eyebrow was 
raised, as he watched the door with the 
wary look of one used to meeting persons 
unknown for private chats. Or was it only 
the look that one figures one should have, 
from movies and books, when meeting 
persons unknown. Life imitating art or art 
imitating life? In the case of George V. 
Higgins, the boundaries are not clear. 
Even the middle initial makes his name 
sound like a court case in which perhaps 
this very question might be argued. 

His first novel The Friends of Eddie 
Coyle, climbed to the top of best-seller 
lists. It has just been released as a major 
motion picture, with Robert Mitchum as 
Coyle, an ex-convict who is a part-time 
gun dealer and a part-time stool pigeon. 
The Digger’s Game is about another ex- 
convict, this a saloon owner, who sidelines 
in burglary, gambling and perhaps other 
activities. No Godfather here. Eddie 
Coyle, the Digger and their friends are 
almost off the charts of organized crime; 
they’re as much Irish as Italian. The 


Digger's Game is soon to be a movie. He 
has a third novel, about a contract killer 
named Jackie Coogan, in manuscript. 

“If I'm right, it’s the best thing I've 
done,” he said in an accent more than 
touched by Boston Irish. “It’s denser and 
richer than Eddie Coyle, but I think it has 
the same pace and tension. And it’s in the 
same genre — hoods.” 

Higgins has been acclaimed as “the 
new boss of bullet-lettres”’ and likened to 
Raymond Chandler and other crime- 
writing greats. ‘“‘He has created in the 
Digger a deeply touching character,” 
wrote the reviewer in the New York Times 
Book Section, ‘‘who can make you weep 
with laughter and with sorrow and, one 
way or another, would be equally moving 
if he were out of crime and struggling for 
survival in a bank or an automobile fac- 
tory.”” Higgins enjoys the adulation, but 
does not like the category of crime, or the 
suggestion that he’s writing what Graham 
Greene called ‘‘entertainments.” 

“My novels are not about crime, but 
they're about people who commit 
crimes,” he said. Seeing that the distinc- 
tion was unclear to his listener, he con- 
tinued, ‘I don’t care what you call it, so 
long as you read it.’”’ At another point, he 
said, almost slyly, ‘I write novels of 
manners.”” He paused. manners, 
though, are about how to stay alive. These 
people speak a special dialect. I can speak 
it. All of us in the office can speak several 
‘dialects’.”

Vets Tripping- up Trickster 


Colson

John F. Kerry, onetime Vietnam 
Veterans Against the War spokesman and 
unsuccessful 1972 Congressional can- 
didate, says he will provide the U.S. 
Senate’s Watergate Committee with in- 
formation that implicates former White 
House advisor Charles W. Colson in 
Watergate-like skullduggery. 

“My information, which is completely 
documented, pertains to Colson’s ac- 
tivities against the veterans group and 
against me personally,” Kerry said last 
Tuesday. 

Kerry said he plans to present the infor- 
mation to the Watergate Committee in 
the form of a written deposition, which, 
he said, would cite specific violations of 
his civil liberties and the civil liberties 
of other VVAW members. Among these 
violations, according to Kerry, were: the 
sabotaging of a VVAW press conference; 
the infiltration of the VVAW by an agent 
of the White House who then sought to 
disrupt the organization; and the 
manufacturing of fraudulent statements 
about the VVAW and its members. 

Kerry, a Navy veteran who now lives in 
Lowell, said his information indicates 
that Colson was behind such violations of 
civil liberties. He declined being more 
specific, however. 

Colson, a Massachusetts native who 
quit his White House position earlier this 
year, has been accused by other White 
House figures of involvement in the

Watergate scandal. He has denied all 
such accusations. 

Colson is also central to a curious set 
of circumstances involving the Fifth 
Congressional District race, in which 
Kerry, running as a Democrat, was upset 
by Andover Republican Paul W. Cronin. 
The -gist of that set of circumstances is 
that Colson, a friend of Cronin’s, might 
have been in a position to have exerted 


“undue influence on a third candidate in 


the race, Roger P. Durkin, a Lowell 
Independent whose campaign behavior is 
generally credited with having produced 
Cronin’s victory. 


Durkin, .in trouble with the Securities 
and Exchange Commission with which 
Colson carried considerable weight, spent 
most of his campaign blasting at Kerry’s 


so-called radicalism and, then, five days 
before the election, withdrew and en- 
dorsed Cronin. 

Kerry said he expects to know within 
the next week whether the Watergate 
Committee will permit him to file his 
deposition by mail or if he will be re- 
quested to go to Washington, D.C. 

Watergate Deputy Counsel Terry F. 
Lenzner quizzed Kerry several months 
ago regarding Kerry’s allegations that the 
White House employed ‘“‘spying and sabo- 
tagetactics” against the VVAW and 
Kerry. 

Kerry emphasized that his deposition 
won’t deal with the Fifth District race, 
which has become the focus of much 
attention as a result of speculation that 
the White House ‘“‘fixed”’ it. 

Kerry said, however, it is “possible” 
that future discussions wih Watergate in- 
vestigators might zero in on the Fifth 
District race. 

Publicly, Kerry has said he has no proof 
that the White House improperly inserted 
itself in the race. 

Privately, though, he has indicated that 
he is convinced that White House 
chicanery played a major role in his 
defeat.

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Moving Day Dudley St.: Arrests

It’s an everyday story, perhaps only a 
little more dramatic than usual. 

Carmen Rivera, her second husband, 
and her two daughters were moving out of 
their old apartment, burned out of their 
home like so many families in Dorchester 
where fire is an almost everyday oc- 
curence (sparked by exposed or ancient 
wiring landlords won't repair or by in- 
surance money arson.) About 30 friends 
and neighbors who had been moving the 
Riveras gathered late Monday night July 
9 on Burgess Street where the U-Haul was 
parked, the job almost done. The 


summer’s second heat wave had broken . 


over the city so there were a lot of people 
on the sidewalk not going anywhere fast. 

What happened next gets very con- 
fused. Piecing it together from communi- 
ty reports it goes something like this. Two 
men are parked in front of the U-Haul ina 
white Olds, leaning on the horn, making a 
terrible racket. One of the kids from the 
Riveras’ group walks up to find out what’s 
going on. Just then a cop car happens to 
cruise by. The kid and the two men run 
for it. The police give chase, grab the boy, 
and arrest him on suspicion of car theft, 
(It turns out later the car was not stolen). 
He is shoved about and stuffed into the 
cruiser. Nemesio Seriano, described by 
neighbors as a very small man who 
spends most of his time inside his home, 
can not stand by. He goes up to the police 
to protest the arrest, the boy had nothing 
to do with the car. But he speaks no 
English. The cops grab him, throw him to 
the ground, beat him, and arrest him. The 
crowd moves in on the cruiser. A worried 
officer fires three shots into the air and 
calls in reinforcements. More police 


arrive, at least three more people are: 


arrested including Marisol Fuentes, 
Carmen Rivera’s outspoken 15-year-old 
daughter, a highschool student employed 
in a South Boston light bulb factory for 
the summer. 

Mrs. Rivera’s husband packs a group of 
people into the U-Haul and they follow 
their friends and relatives in the police 
cars to Station 2 in Dudley Street. By now 
there are about fifty people outside the 
police station. They decide to go in to find 
out about their friends, but are soon 
ordered out. All but a few leave to hover 
angrily outside the station. 


More Arrests 


Sometime around two a.m. a number of 
policemen advance into the crowd outside 
the station. Clubs fly and there are more 
arrests. The police claim the crowd was 
hurling rocks; people in the group deny it. 
Whatever the truth, there is no evidence 
of a full-scale riot outside the station. As 
the defendants’ lawyer Roger Geller 
described it, “It was a police riot not a 
people’s riot.” 

The evening’s toll for the Riveras’ and 
their friends is 17 arrests (15 juveniles, 2 
adults) and 26 people who say they were 


beaten including a 16-year-old in her fifth 
month of pregnancy and a blind man. 
Two of the arrested stay in jail until 
Thursday waiting for their friends to raise 
the bail money set at $5000 each. The 
police claim some minor injuries for their 
men, destruction of a pair of eyeglasses 
and a ripped shirt.

Last month 
during the summer’s first crushing heat 
wave a handful of locals were arrested 
when the cops came in to turn off 
hydrants kids had opened to cool the 
cooking street. Since then one of the kids 
arrested received a stiff six month 
sentence now under appeal. And just as 
fresh is the memory of Blackstone Park, 
the festival turned 3 day rebellion last 
summer when the police waded into the 
crowd, nightsticks flying, to stop a small 
fight. The Ricans arrested at Blackstone 
Park were all given suspended 


played out between the police and 
Boston’s Rican community every time the 
hot summer drives the people out of their 
over-crowded apartments into the 
parkless neighborhood streets. Not to 
forget the rising number of Ricans who 
just get busted on ordinary days for 
whatever reasons, a change which is 
beginning to show in the shifting racial 
compositions of the state’s prisons. Emma 
Perez, the young head of Boston’s Puerto 
Rican Socialist Party and a member of 
the community’s Committee against Op- 
pression and Police Brutality set up after 
Monday’s arrests, described it best. 
“There is an assumption of guilt in a poor 
community. We are criminal com- 
munities. You have to prove your in- 
nocence. No wonder-a kid runs when he 


Joining the Cambridge Law Commune 
whose lawyers represent most of Mon- 
day’s defendants the Puerto Rican Legal 
Defense Fund of New York is thinking of 
taking further legal action against the 
Boston Police Department. According: to 
Commune Lawyer Geller they may file a 
civil rights suit against the police. 


Community Still Split 


Boston’s Rican community is still frac- 
tured politically. Jealousies among agen- 
cies serving or organizing the community 
drive it further apart. Fifteen years ago 
there were almost no Latins in Boston so 
the newness means the community is just 
waking to a sense of self. 

The most recent events have provoked 
a strong, united response. Wednesday 
July 11 between seventy and one hundred 
residents met to discuss their response to 
the arrests. So far they have held two 
sizeable demonstrations in front of City 
Hall and the court house where the 
youngsters were to be tried. (Trials have 
been postponed until August in some 
cases, October in others. At press time a 
third demonstration was scheduled to 
coincide with the trial last Friday of the 
two adults arrested. Lawyers for the 
defense again planned to ask for con- 
tinuances.) 

The group also agreed on three 
demands presented to the Mayor’s aides 
during the City Hall demonstration Fri- 
day July 13. They want all cases suspend- 
ed, the dismissal of the police involved, 
and an end to “police interference with 
daily community affairs.” They decided

Puerto Rican cops, a suggestion one police 


’ spokesperson came up with in response to 


the outcry. ‘““When a policeman beats you 
on the head it hurts just as much in 
Spanish as in English,’”’ Perez explained. 

Puerto Rican Day festivities, held July 
15 until this year, have been re-scheduled 
for July 28. It was during last year’s 
festival that the police and the Latin com- 
munity first met head on. Things are no 
easier since last summer. 

Also on July 28, members of the grow- 
ing Puerto Rican Socialist Party from 
Philadelphia to Boston will converge for a 
demonstration in Hartford where two of 
the Rican Community’s leading political 
prisoners are on trial on charges stemming 
from a 1970 riot there. Perez takes events 
in Boston and the current strike of 
firemen, utility and sanitation workers as 
a sign of growing Rican militance. 

So far the Boston Globe has not broken 


‘into print with the Riveras’ story although 


Globe reporter Ann Kirchheimer who 
touches base with the Latin community 
was at the Wednesday organizing 
meeting. But it’s understandable. What 
happened to the Riveras happens every 
day in a poor community if on a different 
scale. And after all the commonplace is 
not news.

Available public records, the sources 
say, are often useless in determining the 
real backers of particular Combat Zone 
operations. 

But despite difficulties in obtaining in- 
formation, in addition to Savino, three 
other groups appear to control most of the 
Combat Zone’s operations. 

The first such group, say the sources, is 
the Venius Brothers — Teddy and Louie 
— who allegedly got their start in what is 
called the treasury racket, a gaming 
operation similar to the numbers. 

Although their names do not appear on 
any available public records, the Venius 
Brothers are reported to control the Two 
O’Clock Lounge 642 Washington St.; the 
Picc-A-Dilly 657 WashingtonSt.;the Twin- 
X Cinema 669-675 Washington St.; the 
Capri Theatre 701 Washington St.; 
Jerome’s Lounge 666 Washington St.; and 
a “live model” studio over the Twin X. 

The brothers are reportedly interested 
in opening another establishment in Park 
Square, according to Boston police. 

A second group of brothers, the 
Balliros, run the Intermission Lounge 
(663 Washington) and have a piece of the 

Attic Lounge (103 Stuart) and the Cham- 
pagne Room (227 Tremont) according to 
the source. 

One of the brothers, Joe ‘‘Da 
Gangster,” is currently serving time on a 
federal charge of receiving stolen goods. 


Another, Rocco, is doing time for murder. 

The Balliros are -often represented in 
their legal entanglements by a cousin, Joe 
“Da Lawyer.” 

And finally there is Joseph N. Palladino 
of Saugus, Massachusett’s king of porn. 
Operating under several corporate names, 
Palladino is responsible for distributing 
most of the pornographic literature in the 
‘state, transporting it here by truck from 
New York. 

There is reason to believe that 
Palladino is Mob-connected, according to 
one police source. In 1970 he set up a com- 
pany called United Books, Inc., along 
with one Carlo Mastrototaro. 

Mastrototaro, who the source identified 
as “up there on any Mob list,”’ is currently 
serving time after conviction in a stolen 
bonds case. 

In addition to supplying most of the 
“adult” bookstores in Boston, Palladino is 
reported to own several in the Combat 
Zone, but no available records indicate 
such ownership on Palladino’s part. 

But in many cases ownership records 
for the bookstores appear to be non- 
existent. 

Just how deeply the Mob is involved in 
backing Combat Zone operations is a 
prime question for police investigators. 
The evidence, at this point, appears in- 
conclusive. 

“Our guess,” said one pertinent Boston 
police officer, “is that Mafia money is in- 
directly involved with all of them, but it’s 
very hard to track down.” 

“The way it works,” said the source, ‘ ‘is 
that they operate on borrowed money.”

‘It appears to be a mishmash kind of 
thing,”’ said’ this source. ‘““There’s some 
open operators, some front men, some 
who seem to be in it just by tradition.” 

Unmishing the mash, even in cases 
where records of corporate owners are 
available, can prove a difficult task. 
Shortly, after the recent Supreme Court 
ruling, Suffolk County District Attorney 


Garrett Byrne’s office confiscated a film: 


being shown at the Capri Theatre on 
Washington Street. 

Police say the Capri is run by the 
Venius Brothers. Officially, though, the 
president, treasurer, clerk and manager of 
Capri Enterprises is one Aristedes 
Poravas of Watertown. So when the 
theatre asked for the confiscated film 
back, claiming it had no other copy, it was 
Poravas who showed up at the court hear- 
ing. 

The courtroom exchange between 
Poravas and Assistant DA Timothy 
O'Neill, went something like this . . 

@ (O'Neill): Where’d you get the 
film? 


A (Poravas): From the distributor. 
Q: Who’s that? 

A: I don’t know. 

Q: How did you get the film? 

A: They bring it. They have a key. 
Q: Who gave them a key? 

A: I don’t know. 

Q: How do you pay them? 


: I don’t know. 

“To my mind,” ‘says O’Neill,” we es- 
tablished that he couldn’t show there 
were no other copies.” 

Poravas, O’Neill says, was represented 

‘at the hearings by Morris Goldings, a law 
partner of Park Plaza opponent Charles 
Mahoney. Goldings could not be reached 
for comment. 

“The problem, in a nutshell,” says 
O'Neill, ‘“‘is finding out who controls these 
places. It seems like a matter for the U.S. 
Attorney’s office and a grand jury, since 
there appear to be networks.” 

There is another possible avenue — the 
drafting of tough corporate disclosure 
legislation. Such legislation was drafted 
last year by Atty. Gen. Robert Quinn’s of- 
fice and shot down by big corporate in- 
terests, who want their dealings out in the | 
open as much as the porn dealers.

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First Rock Revivals, Now It's Burlesque

The music began with “The Thrill is 
Gone,” ended with “I’m so Excited,” and, 
between, the band played ‘‘House of the 
Rising Sun.”’ There was a fantasy for all 
tastes, and a crowd composed of couples 
as well as voyeurs, evening gowns as well 
as baggy pants. And amidst it all, the 
naughty nostalgia called burlesqueafter 
an absence of some 12 years) walked down 
‘a ten-foot runway at the Pilgrim Theatre 
to meet contemporary community stan- 
dards. 

It was a gala opening night with 
flowers, new red carpets, and a $4.50 ad- 
mission charge to the refurbished 
theatre, operated by the same manage- 
ment as one-time Boston burlesque 
palaces The (old) Howard and The 
Casino. Not only was the management 
the same, but many of those on the 
periphery, like the late edition newspaper 
hawker outside the box office, looked like 
they’d been taken out of suspended 
animation for the occasion. It was not, 
however, an old crowd, on the whole, and 
the evening’s watchword had it that “It’s 
a new generation,” both in the audience 
and on stage. 


No, said, manager Joe Savino, the 
opening had nothing to do with the 
crackdown on more hard-core porno. The 
four “‘exoctic lovelies” took it all off, 
anyhow. 


“We'd been trying to get a license for 
ten years,’’ said the former 
Howard/Casino promoter. ‘“‘Burlesque 
was never banned in Boston. The BRA 
bought the buildings. (The Casino closed 
12 years ago, the Howard in 1953). We’ve 


been fighting the Licensing Board!” 

If there was any difficulty in putting 
together a burlesque revue in this age of 
feminism and elaborate filmed fantasies, 
Savino didn’t let on. “I’ve been in this 
business 35 years. I know all the agents. It 
was just out in Vegas, and it’s coming 
back out there too. And like I say, it’s a 
new generation, and everything starts 
with the young these days. Some of the 
girls are as young as 18. Half the cast is 
local girls. We ran an ad in the paper — 
we’ve still got an ad in the paper — and 
we've had 200 responses already.” 


If there’s an irony inherent in exhuming 
the burlesque vaudeville arts of the 20’s 
and 30’s and declaring it ‘alive and well,” 
it was only part of a larger irony involving 
taking a peek at our collective sexual 
history. Those with some detached 
perspective — and the curious definitely 
exceeded the catcallers — were treated, in 
fact, to several facets of -this irony. 
Strippers acting out the traditional 
Puritan sexual fantasies — a female 
bullfighter being whipped, a proper lady 
being overcome with mad passion, Latin 
and Afro sex queens — all performing at 
the “Pilgrim” theatre. The one female 
comic (whose big line was answering the 
question of ‘‘How do you do it” by saying 
“Fine’”’), was lauded as “our talking 
woman.” What a novelty, not only a 
body, but a mouth. The observant might 
even have spotted nipple-twirler ‘Georgia 
Peaches’? coming out of an adult 
bookstore before the show. 


Manager Savino fairly puffed with 
pride over the “respectability” of the 


audience. He was not entirely inaccurate. 
“This place will help erase the stigma of 
the Combat Zone,” he said. 


The well-dressed couples, many grey 
and married, seemed to. have been at- 
tracted by the soft-sell advertising that 
emphasized the nostalgia of vaudeville — 
glossing over in retrospect the sexuality 
involved (although pasties and G-strings 
had previously been the limit). Outside of 
nostalgia, and/or curiosity, there semed 
no plausible reason for women to attend: 
the fantasies were utterly male. “I was 
grossed out,”’ said a young woman usher 
who had taken the job unaware of the 
type of entertainment. “I mean men are 
so sick.” 


Still some of the older women laughed 
at the comics and talked excitedly about 
the exotics”’. 


Despite manager Savino’s assurances to 
the contrary, and exhortations about ‘‘the 
old days,” the whole affair looked like a 
ploy to bring in new blood to “the zone’, 
the courts notwithstanding. The 
vaudeville part of the show was really like 
a separate show spaced between strippers, 
who, far from being remarkable for their 
dancing, were nothing more than fantasy 
objects. Even if the art of women ex- 
hibiting themselves is far from passe, the 
art of vaudeville just ain’t gonna make a 
comeback, anymore than the big bands 
will. It was a privilege, really, to see truly 
professional, old-timey, one-line artists 
like South Boston comic Steve Mills, but 
there’s just no longer a vaudeville circuit 
filled with great road bands, Red Skeltons 
or Jackie Gleasons, Gypsy Rose Lees or 


Fanny Brices, or Henny Youngmans. Talk 
shows area lot less risky, not to men- 
tion risque. 


“You all remember vaudeville, don’t 
you?” an unseen announcer asked the 
crowd. A few scattered responses. ‘Well, 
a few’ came the half-hearted reply. 


For an evening filled with such a 
decidedly straight-forward activity as the 
removal of clothing, it was, then, filled 
with pretty ambiguous overtones. After 
all, no one wants to be self-righteous 
about the whole thing. Is it prudish to dis- 
miss the strippers as brutal sexual 
stereotypes, or is that the liberated thing 
to do? Anyhow, haven’t lots of strippers 
said they get off on the whole thing; that 
the crowd is like a lover to an ex- 
hibitionist? And they get $500 a week (for 
the star at the Pilgrim) — isn’t that finan- 
cial independence? Does tolerance for sex- 
ual preference include the sad old men 
and their face in a fixed smile on Liz Ren- 
nay in a private world beside the runway? 
Can a censorous ideology coexist with the 
First Amendment? 


In the end, the evening was not unlike a 
carnival. You know, when you enter the 
midway, that the cotton candy’s 
nutrionless and over-priced, that the 
freak show should offend your sen- 
sibilities, and that the games are rigged 
and the prizes valueless. But you break 
down and play anyhow, you can’t help it. 
This may be a strange, perverted culture, 
but it doesn’t let go very easily, whether 
a, by feminism or the Supreme 

‘ourt.

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Freeze Tag Camelot Court

The process of rent control in Boston is 
not much different for the residents of 
Camelot Court, Brighton, than a game of 
freeze tag. Under that game’s rules, 
remember, the participants can run 
around as much as they want, but when 
the time comes they have to freeze no 
matter what position they happen to be 
in. Theoretically, a freeze much like that 
one was supposed to come to Boston rents 
last January. But, like a sneaky kid 
caught the wrong way and anxious for a 
better position, the owners of the city’s 
Federal Housing Authority (FHA)- 
subsidized apartments like Camelot 
Court, decided to yell out “not included.” 

What that meant for the 50 elderly 
residents of Camelot Court were notices of 
25 percent rent increases, bringing their 
average rent to $164.00 compared with 
$116 just six years ago. At the same time, 
Camelot ownerdeveloper Max Kargman of 
First Realty Trust, Boston, has sued the 
city Rent Control Board claiming that 
Boston has no right to regulate federally- 
subsidized housing like his, which ac- 
counts for 17,000 apartments in the city. 
The six court suits on that issue are now 
pending (see Boston Phoenix, July 17). 
Tenant groups have said that leaving rent 
levels up to the lenient FHA would com- 
pletely undermine rent control in Boston. 

The rent increase notice was only the 
beginning, however, for Camelot Court. 
This week, Camelot tenants caught in the 
middle of the squabble between their city 
and their landlord found themselves in 
federal court seeking an injunction to halt 
eviction orders they received two weeks 
ago. Thosé orders were issued after the 
Camelot tenants obeyed the city rent 
board and withheld the additional rent 
increase payments, pending outcome of 
the court cases. Thus, for obeying the city 
government, 150 elderly people face evic- 
tion, unless Judge Frank Freedman says 
something to the conrary. 

For its part, First Realty has, in court, 
termed the rent increases vital to its mak- 
ing mortgage payment on the moderate 
income project. Judge Freedman is ex- 
pected to rule this week. 

Shortly after Freedman heard 
arguments on the case last Monday, 
Camelot Court tenants joined represen- 
tatives of some 300 other tenants of 
Kargman-owned FHA projects in 
Brockton and Worcester (Battles’ Farm 
and Mountain Village) who also face mass 
evictions, in a demonstration in front of 
the First Realty main office in Tremont-

on-the-Common, downtown. 

The Brockton and Worcester tenants, 
rent-striking over what they say is inade- 
quate maintenance unworthy of FHA- 
approved rent increases, join Camelot as 
part of a state-wide coalition of FHA 
tenants called the Tenants First Coali- 
tion. The coalition has also claimed that 
eviction notices have been designed to 
harass tenant union members. (Says one 
elderly widow in Camelot Court: “Seven- 
thirty Sunday morning they send a con- 
stable to tell me I’m gonna be evicted. I 
just started crying.”) Judge Freedman is 
expected to address that point, too. 

Some familiarity with FHA housing 


makes tenants’ claims of maintenance. 


troubles quite plausible. Historically, 
FHA landlords have been drawn to usual- 
ly risky low income construction by 
generous tax breaks offered by the govern- 


-ment. The tax breaks allow low-interest 


loans to developers as well as allowing in- 
vestors to write off profits from other 
enterprises through ‘“‘tax shelters”. When 
these shelters expire after seven years, 


developers/managers tend to raise rents to 
continue the artificial profits. 

Perhaps the government truly did have 
the housing emergency in mind when it 
designed those laws, but they hardly 
have worked to benefit Camelot Court, 
now 6'2 years old. (The Brockton and 
Worcester projects are almost as old). The 
elderly Brighton tenants who packed the 
federal courtroom and blocked the Tre- 
mont St. sidewalk shouting ‘““Tax Max the 
Millionaire” translate that neglect into 
example. 

“T can’t begin to tell you what we’ve 
been through here,’”’ says one Camelot 
Court resident who declined to identify 
herself for fear of reprisal. “It’s like a con- 
centration camp. They make you feel like 
everything they do for you is charity. 
Everything is built cheaply—a window in 
my apartment fell out last week. I was 
lucky it didn’t kill me. There’s one 
elevator for 80 people, mostly elderly, in 
my building, and for three weeks that 
didn’t work. People had to be carried up 
stairs in wheel chairs.”’ 


Worcester and Brockton tenants, 
predominantly young families, list other 
maintenance and design problems. They 
have called for more recreational space, a 
new drainage system to alleviate current 
flooding, and an end to payments they say 
tenants must make for basic repairs like 
sewer maintenance. 


“The only time these people ever hear 
from their landlord,” says Tenants First 
lawyer Mark Stern, 
notice of a rent increase.” 

In the light of such problems, the fight 
between the city Rent Control Board and 
First Realty and other FHA developers 


looms as the key to the effectiveness of | 


this board. The Boston City Council, in 
rare foresight last January, realized that 
FHA must be included under the city rent 
control ordinance, and made special 
provision to that effect. It remains to be 
seen whether Judge Freedman and other 
federal judges who will hear the coming 
Kargman vs. Rent Control Board suits 
will share the Council’s view. 
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“You have given us bitterly hated men’

You 
have given back to us the most bitterly 
hated men in the history of Walpole: 
Fred Butterworth and Jack Bates who 


has proven by past performances that 
they are incapable of anything but 
high order injustice upon us. 

You have allowed our mail to be 
seriously tampered with in such a way 
that we do not receive our mail until 
nine and ten o’clock at night — much 
of our mail is not leaving the prison 


‘and the mail we are receiving many 


times is postmarked a week back — 
attorney-client mail is once again be- 
ing opened before we receive it. 

You have added insult to injury by 
allowing our loved ones — mothers — 
fathers — wives — children — to be 
molested — insulted and intimidated. 
Our visits are being stripped naked as 
if they themselves were prisoners. You 
have repeatedly made unfounded ac- 
cusations that our loved ones are 
bringing contraband into this prison — 
without showing one shred of evidence. 
You have allowed our loved ones to be 
humiliated in such a way that they 
find it hard to visit with us for fear of 
being assualted or even arrested. You 
have destroyed the few precious hours 
we were able to spend with our 
children. You allow our loved ones to 
be stamped on the wrist before they 
can visit with us as if they were 
animals. You allow wives and children 
to be turned away for as much as fif- 


teen days as a means of punishment 
towards us. 

It is your hopes — your wishes that 
we respond kindly when our loved ones 
are being~ mistreated — while we 
ourselves are being brutallised. You 
would like us to thank you for firing 
Mr. Boone — who was a symbol of 
hope — of justice. You would like us to 
thank you for the way you are listening 
to advisers who know nothing about 
prison except how to rule with the 
club. You would like us to thank you 
for never meeting with the represen- 
tatives of the 1200 citizen observers 
who know the facts of Walpole first 
hand. You would like us to thank you 
for turning yourback on the Ad Hoc 
Committee on Prison Reform — who 
has all the information you would ever 
need to have a prison in this state that 
would be the model for all the world to 
see and admire. You would like us to 
thank you for showing the NPRA con- 
temptuous disregard. Well — we are 
not going to thank you because it is in 
the American tradition to resist tyran- 
ny — to fight the oppressers — to 
stand against the cruelty of men. 
Americans fought the British — the 
fascist pigs and we as Americans shall 
fight in any way we can and if the 
State Police — the prison guards and 


others who wish to brutallise us think 
we are not going to fight them— 
watch and see. 

Let it be known Governor Sargent 
that we shall not work the state sweat 
shops again. These shops are the real 
lies of your so-called prison reform 
programs. .These shops are the slave 
shops of this state: No more license 
plates — sewer covers and toilet 
brushes shall be made in here by the 
sweat of our brows. You State Police 
shall have to beat us — chain us to 
those machines or kill us. 

Time has passed for us to stand 
passively by and watch you humiliate 
and molest our loved ones. Time has 
past for us to be intimidated into sub- 
mission as though we were in a concen- 
tration camp.

Moriarty Being Frustrated at Walpole?

There seemed to be some movement at 
Walpole, the state’s beleaguered max- 
imum security prison, last week but no 
real sign of progress. 


Key indicators are the continued unof- 
ficial presences of the most hated 
representatives of the pre-Boone prison 
administration — Fred Butterworth and 
Jack Bates. Butterworth was deputy 
superintendent of Walpole before Boone 
moved him up and out into the downtown 
office. Bates, fondly remembered as 


“Black. Jack Bates” was an -assistant 
deputy at Walpole in the good old days. 
Both ex-guards, the two were also star 
performers on the prison “goon squad,” 
the guards crack whip- ‘em-into-shape- 
boys. Along with ex-Walpole superinten-

because the Department’s board just 
won’t cooperate with him and because the 
governor won’t open up the DSU 
(Bridgewater’s “hell hole,” segregation 
unit) “one corrections department liberal 
reported.

The dialects seem to come automatical- 
ly with Higgins. But it goes beyond that, 
as he swings unconsciously or at least 
unself-consciously from one role to 
another. Of his characters he said, “I 
don’t think these people are in their own 
world; they think they’re just like 
everybody else. The Digger thinks 
everybody else is doing the same thing. 
There’s no end to the game.”’ There seem 
to be no end to the games, the roles, that 
Higgins plays. At one moment, he’s a 
serious student of writing, discussing finer 
points about Hemingway or Graham 
Greene; at another, a part-time inhabi- 
tant of the underworld; at another, an 
aggressive prosecutor or a cynical jour- 
nalist or a strait-laced cop. 

Higgins grew up on the South Shore, 
the only son of school teachers. He got his 
B.A. at Boston College, and then set off’ 
for Stanford in California to do a master’s 
degree in creative writing. “It got me out 
of Massachusetts, which was good, but I 
don’t think, at least consciously, that it 
had any effect on my writing. I wasn’t 
happy out there. I had no money, no girl, 
no car. I didn’t want to stay at Stanford 
and do a Ph.D., but I didn’t want to go 
into the Army, which at the time would 
have happened if I had dropped out.” So 
instead he developed a bleeding ulcer and 
was rushed into hospital. ‘I remember the 
doctor came in and told me that I had lost 
almost half the blood in my entire body. 
And then he said to me, ‘For God’s sake, 
don’t get ulcers, give them.’ That changed 
me. I was free. I didn’t have to go into the 
service with that ulcer, and from that day 
on, I’ve been doing exactly what I want to 
do.” 


Learning to Listen 


The first thing he wanted to do was 
journalism. He worked for the Providence 
Journal, and then for the Associated Press 
wire service in Springfield. He turned out 
copy for the ‘radio wire’, which meant 
condensing 800 word newspaper stories 
into 50 word summaries. “If that doesn’t 
teach you to be succinct, to get the impor- 
tant details, nothing will. You also learn 
that quotes make a story. I started listen- 
ing to people and have been listening ever 
since. I still do. When I’m writing I hear 
my characters talking. If I don’t, I watch 
television, or go out.” 

Springfield was mostly a slow news ci- 
ty, and Higgins spent his time watching 
trials. He grew fascinated, and decided 
that the next thing he wanted to be was a 
lawyer. He went to Boston College Law 
School, then joined the Massachusetts 
Attorney General’s office, then the US At- 
torney’s Office, specializing in criminal 
law. “It’s exciting, absorbing work,” he 
said. ‘Trial lawyers have a lust to win, 
and criminal law is a kind of blood sport, 
involving men’s lives, their reputations, 
their property. It has the highest table 
stakes of any sport officially sanctioned 


by society, except for auto racing, war and 
bullfighting. That’s what makes it so 
much fun. But you’ve got to remember 
that I’m not on any crusade, I’m a Hes- 
sian. The state employs me as its lawyer.” 

By the time he became an assistant US 
Attorney, his writing portfolio included, 
as he recalled, “ten or eleven dreadful 
books, 8 or 9 published short stories, 4 or 5 
legal articles, and 30 or 40 reviews. The 
novels were all the standard 
autobiographical crap. I had a preoccupa- 
tion with style, but insufficient content. I 
once wrote a 600-page epistolary 
autobiographical novel. I wouldn’t even 
read it myself now. It’s the sensitive 
young man bullshit. If you write full time, 
pretty soon you run out of experience, and 
then you write about writing, and that’s 
very uninteresting. That’s what I was do- 
ing, making myself the hero, and the junk 
was not getting published.” 

His work as a prosecutor introduced 
him to a new experience and a whole new 
cast. He stopped thinking about style 
and, in six weeks, wrote The Friends of 
Eddie Coyle. He does his writing late at 
night, subsisting on five hours of sleep. “I 
have my mother’s metabolism.” His 
crime novels have no introspection, no 
fancy touches — only a spare, almost 
abstract, fast-moving, quick-talking 
style, in which the story is told in “‘conver- 
sations.”” The lingo of the characters is 
littered with four-letter words, but in an 
angry, curiously asexual way. None of 
these characters are sensitive young men; 
they are petty hoods, trying to grub out 
some dollars in and around a Boston that 
Higgins knows well. In the books the law 
officers are covered with some of the same 
grubbiness, as they trade back and forth 
with the hoodlums across the line. 

Some charge that the government has 
in effect been paying Higgins to research 
his novels. “It really annoys me when peo- 
ple say I just mark up the grand-jury 
transcript,” Higgins shot back. “Christ, I 
did four drafts of Jackie Coogan, and it 
wasn’t easy. I do not take types conscious- 
ly from people I run into.” His denial 
sounded like the disclaimer about ‘“‘per- 
sons living or dead,” and he added, “Sure, 
my characters do things that people I deal 
with do.” 


Underworld Riches 


There’s no question that he has a cache 
of underworld riches on which to draw. 
“People tell me stories, and now they’re 
telling me more.” There really was a 
young man and women in Boston who 
bought machine guns, robbed a bank, and 
then hung around unnecessarily, just so 
they could mow down a cop. A thief really 
did get so nervous waiting as a look-out in 
a tree that he fell out, right on top of a 
cop. There was a ‘breaking and entering’ 
specialist who defecated on the carpet at a 
museum where he was stealing silver. I 
heard about that and checked into it. Ap- 
parently it’s a very common practice with 
B&E guys. It’s a reaction to the psy- 
chological pressure; it’s also like leaving a 
calling card. They do it for the same 
reason that an author signs his work.” He 
smiled. “I couldn’t resist using that.” 


If Higgins has any over-all attitude, it is 
summed up at the end of The Friends of 
Eddie Coyle, when the US Attorney who 
is prosecuting Jackie Brown, the young 
gun merchant, says: ‘‘So we try this one, 
and it’ll take two days or so, and he'll get 
convicted. Then the boss’ll tell me to say 
three, or maybe five, and the judge’ll give 
him two, or maybe three, and you'll 
appeal, maybe, and some time around 
Washington’s Birthday, he’ll surrender to 
the marshals and go down to Danbury for 
a while. Hell, he’ll be out in a year, year 
and a half.” 

The defense lawyer, Clark, replies: 
“And in another year or so he’ll be in 
again, here or someplace else, and I'll be 
talking to some other bastard, or maybe 
even you again, and we'll try another one 
and he'll go away again. Is there any end 
to this shit? Does anything ever change in 
this racket?”

“Hey, Foss,”’ the prosecutor said, tak- 
ing Clark by the arm, “of course it 
changes. Don’t take it so hard. Some of us 
die, the rest of us get older, new guys come 
along, old guys disappear. It changes 
every day.” 

“It’s hard to notice, though,” Clark 
said. 

; “Tt is,” the prosecutor said, “it certain- 
ly is.” 

* The wisdom seems a little old-timerish 
for one as relatively young as Higgins; 
nevertheless he nodded his head in the 
restaurant. That is what he meant to say. 
“Sure, I think people are dishonest, given 
half the chance. People won’t be good, but 
I don’t pass any judgments on them. I’m a 
storyteller, not a moralist. Acts may be 
committed that are socially intolerable. 
That doesn’t mean you're destined to an 
after-life in perdition. You did something 
that’s against the law, that’s all. And we 
can’t afford to have people disrupt the 
social fabric. People are entitled under 
the law to the peaceful enjoyment of their 
property. Law and order is about fear, 
about legitimate fear. Most people work 
very hard for what they get, and they are 
entitled to live in reasonable security.” 

“I'd have to say my view of human 
nature is: skeptical, but not disaffec- 
tionate. Every week, you know, I get 2 or 3 
letters from prison, from inmates ] 
prosecuted. I don’t feel sorry for them, but 
the reason these guys write me after I put 
them in the can — at least the reason ] 
think they do — is that I don’t think of 
them as losing their dignity, or ceasing to 
be human because they got caught. I’m 
not on a holy crusade. I try not to develop 
grudges, because that’s bad as a 
prosecutor and as a human being. I see 
why men steal. I wouldn’t do it, but I can 
see why. Stealing’s easier than working. 
The hours are nowhere near as arduous. 


The overhead is low and the returns can 
be substantial. It has to be discouraged. 

“Of course, I’m not prosecuting gang 
rapists, not things that cause great moral 
indignation. A contract killer kills 
somebody, and that somebody is a rat like 
himself. They both know they’re in it. The 
killer’s not a Charles Manson.” 

With the Grasso case, Higgins retired 
from the United States Attorney’s Office; 
but his career there ended on a low note. 
He lost the case. “I didn’t like the way the 
trial ended,” he said a few weeks later. 
“Grasso was acquitted. I’ve lost some 
cases and I’ve never liked it. In retrospect, 
I made some mistakes in pre-trial judg- 
ment, though I’m not sure it would have 
made any difference. The jury thought 
there was a reasonable doubt about his 
guilt, that’s all.’’ Was he surprised? “I’m 
never surprised about what juries do. I 
used to be surprised, but I learned that 
it’s bad for your health, similar to heavy 
lifting.” 


Conspiracy Freak 


Meanwhile Higgins is moving on to 
other projects. First, of course, he is open- 
ing his own law office in Boston. He says 
that his life hasn’t changed much. He still 
lives with his wife and two children on the 
South Shore; his wife works as a registrar 
in a Montessori School. The only 
difference, he says, is that he now drives 
to work in a Jaguar. But there have been 
other changes. He’s doing the screenplay 
for The Digger’s Game. He is also spen- 
ding half time investigating the 
Watergate investigation for the Atlantic 
Magazine and presumably for a book, 
which should give him ample scope to 
play lawyer, novelist, journalist and cop 
all at once. By his own description, he’s 
also well-qualified by the fact that he is a 
conspiracy freak. “I’m fascinated by con- 
spiracies, by secret agreements. It’s an in- 
tellectual challenge to figure out what’s 
going on, why so-and-so did that, what 
their goals were.” 

“George has many talents the rest of us 
don’t have,’’ said one of his former 
colleagues in the US Attorney’s - Office. 
“Most of us think of ourselves as realists, 
looking for the simplest explanations. 
George has a very quick mind and prefers 
to think of the most complicated ex- 
planation.” For Watergate, the latter is 
probably the right approach. 

As if all this was not enough, he even 
has another project in mind. Earlier, at 
lunch in downtown Boston, he had 
remarked, ‘Somebody in my old office 
asked me if I was thinking of writing a 
children’s book. ‘Yeah’, I said, ‘and I 
om have the title. Peter Fuckin’ Rab- 

But as he said this, he was obviously in 
a hurry to get going. ‘I’ve got to go meet a 
guy,” he said. He said it as though he ex- 
pected this man to share with him a little 
information, of not exactly a social kind. 
Or at least that’s the way Higgins made it 
sound. The guy might just as well have 
been the real estate agent with the lease 
for his new office.

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Few Cheers Greet the News Council

NEW YORK—Like it or not, the 
American news media now have a 
National News Council to monitor their 
performance and report on infringements 
of their freedom. 

The idea of a national press council has 
been a subject of debate ever since it was 
first put forth by Henry Luce’s Commis- 
sion on Freeclom of the Press in 1947. Its 
current incarnation was proposed last 
December by a special task force set up by 
the Twentieth Century Fund, a New York 
research foundation. The idea was to form 
an independent (trom the government) 
council with two main functions: to 
evaluate complaints from the public 
about “‘bias” in the national news media, 
and to evaluate complaints from the 
media on government encroachment. 


The response from the media was 
notably cool. A recent poll of the American 
Sociey of Newspaper Editors showed 
them lined up four to one against the 
proposal. The national media—the ones 
whose performances would actually be on 
trial—were even less receptive. But the 
task force went ahead with the project 
anyway, and last Monday the council of- 
ficially assumed its duties. 


It was not a particularly auspicious 
beginning. The setting was a crowded 
press conference at the Westbury Hotel on 
Madison Avenue. Roger Traynor, the 
chairman, was there to introduce the 
council’s executive officers and to explain 
procedures for handling complaints, 
neither of which had been announced 
before. He also spent much of his spare 
time answering skeptical questions from 
reporters who weren’t really sure they 
wanted a press council. 


_ The executive director he announced 
was William Arthur, a former president of 
Sigma Delta Chi, the national journalism 
society, who lost his job as editor of Look 
when that magazine folded in 1971, then 
became a vice president of the prestigious 
New York public relations firm of Hill and 
Knowlton. The associate director is Ned 


Schnurman, a former city editor for 


WCBS.-TV News in New York and, before 
that, an executive producer for National 
Educational Television. 


Traynor said the council will hear com- 
_plaints only on ‘“‘the accuracy and 
fairness of news disseminated by a 
national news organization’’—the 
national news organizations currently in- 
cluded being the Associated Press, United 
Press International, the New York Times 
News Service, the Washington Post/Los 
Angeles Times News Service, the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor, the Wall Street 
Journal, Time, Newsweek, CBS, NBC, 
ABC, and the public broadcasting 
networks. It will not consider complaints 
against editorial comment or against news 
accounts by local media.

How to Complain 


As Traynor explained it, any person or 
organization in the United States may 
register a complaint with the council (at 
42 E. 70 St., New York, N.Y. 10021, the 
same address as the Twentieth Century 
Fund) within 90 days of the appearance of 
the offending piece. They must waive 
their rights to bring court action on the 
subject and to sue the council for libel or 
slander. If there are no other suits pending 
and if the council’s Grievance Committee 
decides to hear the case, the committee 
will hear public testimony and make a 
recommendation. The council will then 
act on that recommendation and make its 
findings public. 

The council will also have a Committee 
on Freedom of the Press to handle com- 
plaints from news organizations about 
attempts to restrict the freedom on any 
national news agency. And there will be 
an independent Evaluation Committee, 
made up of representatives from funding 
organizations, the media and the general 
public, to judge the council’s performance 
after its first three years. 

The council itself consists of nine public 
members and six from the news media. 
The only “names” are former Sen. Albert 
Gore of Tennessee, now chairman of the 
board of a Cleveland coal company, and 
William A. Rusher, publisher of the 
National Review. The rest constitute an 
amalgam of businessmen, civil rights 
lawyers, editors and publishers (including 
Loren Ghiglione, editor and publisher of 
the Southbridge (Mass.) Evening News.) 
But when Traynor was asked why no 
reporters were on the Council, he replied. 
“You could ask me why we have no peo- 
ple who used to sell egges in In- 
dochina...You can’t have people of every 
background!” - 


There was a collective gasp at this dis- 
play of insensitivity, but Traynor was 
obstinate in his insistence that everything 
would be all right. “Our idea is to main- 
tain First Amendment freedoms,” he 
said, reminding the assembled reporters 
of the council’s “ironclad rule” that no 
government representative could become 
a member. Someone asked if the council 
might legitimize the idea of press regula- 
tion. “Certainly not! replied Arthur, with 
Traynor noting that “the only sanction we 
have is publicity.” 

When asked about the timing of the 
council’s inauguration, Traynor cited last 
November’s Harris Poll which showed 
that out of 16 institutions, Americans had 
less confidence in the media than in all 
but two-labor unions and advertising, 
“The public is liable to overlook the value 
to democracy of freedom of the press,” he 
intoned, adding that the council would 
“remind the public of that value.” 

Traynor is a judge, a former Chief 
Justice of the California Supreme Court 
who has been teaching law at the Univer- 
sity of California at San Francisco. He 
was invited to the council by another 
judge, Associate Justice Paul Reardon of 
the Massachusetts Supreme’ Judicial 
Court, a member of the task force that 
proposed this council. (Ithiel de Sola 
Pool, professor political science at M.I.T., 
was a task force member, too.) Judges and 
newspapers don’t always get on that well. 

They aren’t in this case either. The 
New York Times issued what most con- 
sider to be a scathing denunciation of the 
council, with publisher Arthur Sulzberger 
noting ironically that the group asks the 
media to accept voluntary regulation and 
call it ‘““enhancing press freedom’”’. 

The air carried by most opponents of 
the council seems to be one of cautious 
concern. The media, adhering in theory as 


they do not always in practice to Jefferso- 
nian ideals of their role in society, are 
jealous of their prerogatives. Motion pic- 
tures can regulate themselves if they want 
to, since they only provide entertainment; 
but the media provide news and therefore 
should not be messed with (except when 
they are convinced they must be, as in 
broadcast licensing). There are broad 
professional standards, of course, many of 
them stifling enough as it is, but the con- 
cept of an independent pressure group to 
apply them is frightening. 

Elmer W. Lower, president of ABC 
News, told an AP gathering in New 
Orleans last month that the Council 
seems to be “trying to cloak itself in a 
pseudo-official toga to appear to be the 
watchdog of the national news media.” 
(That statement would probably be con- 
sidered unobjectionable by the council as 
“editorialcomment’”’.) “What in the world 
sets up these people to be superior in 
judging what’s news and how it’s 
handled?” asks a spokeman for the Wall 
Street Journal. The Journal has said it 
will go along with the council’s inquiries 
as it would with any other, but the paper 
displays an obvious lack of enthusiasm. 
As for ABC—well, as their spokesman put 
it, ‘‘We’re not going to not cooperate.” 


Hedley Donovan, editor-in-chief at 
Time, Inc., announced in a lengthy state- 
ment last March that his corporation does 
not support the council, although it will 
answer the council’s inquiries ‘“‘as we do 
other questions.” Time Inc., he noted 
somewhat icily, will continue its policy 
“of responding directly, without the 
prompting of a press council, to all 
criticism of our publications.”

FBI CIA post- Watergate America

New CIA head William ‘Pianowire” 
Colby of the infamous Operation Phoenix 
in South Vietnam promised Symington’s 
Armed Services Committee the other 
week to get the agency out of domestic ins 
telligence operations. Mainstream media 
are likely to picture this as a step taken 
against future Watergates. But not so 
fast. 

There are two spheres of security 
threats, foreign and domestic. In the 
general scheme, the CIA is exclusively to 
determine the former, the FBI the latter. 

Maybe there would be nothing wrong 
with such a scheme in the ideal state, but . 
in the state we’re in, national securit 
police functions are constantly an 
profoundly politicized, and the estimates 
of the threat which the police forces make 
are basically reflections of the political 
forces that dominate them. The FBI is not 
apolitical. It is in some respects a 
Gestapo, a rightwing semi-secret state 
police. It puts antiradical projects at the 
head of its action agenda and concen- 
trates its resources in a struggle against 
the left, which it does not merely monitor 
for illegality but which it actively sets out 
to destroy, meantime looking through its 
fingers at the gargantuan power of crook- 
ed unions and organized crime. 

The Nixon FBI pushed in particular the 
theory that New Left groups were getting 
financial support from Algeria (the 
Panthers) and Cuba (SDS). For FBI pur- 
poses, it cannot have mattered much that 
this was not so. It would only have to be 
plausible. The authority of its big voice 
would be the proof. 

Had the FBI at this point held exclusive 
control over national security estimates, 
its views could have been challenged only 
by its victims, and at the official levels 
not at all. The absolute policy assumption 
of the federal government would have 
been that foreign gold was actually 
behind these disruptive movements of 
student dupes and black malcontents. 
The propaganda basis of the Liddy 
program for the repression of the Left, 
Operation Sand Wedge, would have been 
installed. 


The Days Before Watergate 


These were the days before Watergate, 
remember, when it was not such good fun 
and games to be on one of Nixon’s enemy 
lists. There have been several such lists. 
The current one is not the first. The 1969 
one, for example, which I thought the 
John Dean laureates might have paused 
a moment to remember, was published by 


the then-scarier Ichord committee on in- 
ternal security. It consisted of the 
leadership of SDS and the antiwar move- 
ment. It was drawn not casually but 
calculatedly and with a view to the dis- 
memberment of the New Left as a 
political force through a campaign of 
massive police subversion, partly revealed 
now by Watergate, and not just to have its

income taxes looked into. 

Everyone paying attention to American 
politics during the Sixties knows that the 
New Left was under constant and exten- 
sive surveillance by 1966 or ’67. But only 
lately, and in a definite way only since 
Watergate, do we begin to realize that the 
heavy penetration of New Left groups in 
the middle-to-late Sixties was not carried 
out simply in the interest of better law en- 
forcement. 


of them all, but because we were the 
national left at that moment: the Nix- 
onians appointed SNCC, SCLC, the 
Panthers, and SDS for forcible decom- 
missioning because we were a threat to 
them and theirs, a perhaps smallish but 
real obstacle to Cowboy totalitarianism. 
To carry out this subversion, they did 
whatever they could dream of doing and 
think of getting away with, not stopping 
at murder.

I can remember two 
meetings at the Justice Department 
with the director of CREEP when he 
was still Attorney General of the 
United States.

I 
was the Attorney General before I 
became director of CREEP, and I was 
known as “Mr. Law and Order.” I can 
remember meetings in my office at the 
Justice Department, at which the kid- 
napping of dangerous radicals was dis- 
cussed..

Young man: Coincidence of coin- 
cidences. I too recall appall. Especially 
at the scope and size of the operation. ] 
also recall a meeting with the former 
Attorney General after he had become 
director of CREEP, in Key Biscayne. 


Old man: Now there’s a strange 
coincidence for you. When I was direc- 
tor of CREEP I spent some time in Key 
Biscayne. It is possible that we met 
there, although I cannot specifically 
recall it. 

Young man: Oh, too bizarre. At a 
meeting in Key Biscayne the director 
of CREEP and I approved the expen- 
diture of $250,000 for a burglary and 
wire-tapping operation. 

Old man: Strangest of all. Curious 
too. For, as to that approval, I do not 
recall at all. 

Young man: Oh sir, and do you not 
recall, after the burglars were caught, a 
discussion as to how the financing of 
their operation might be concealed 
through purgery? 

Old man: That, to the best of my 
recollection, is not my best recollec- 
tion. 

Young. man: And sir, do you not 
recall saying to me that you could not 
recall having approved the burglary 
and wire-tapping? 

Old man: No! No! No! I do not 
recall not recalling at all! 

Young man: (jumping to his 
feet) John, I have found you again. 

Old man: (rising slowly) Jeb, it’s 
you, my boy. (They fall into each 
other’s arms, whether to embrace or to 
do battle we cannot ascertain with cer- 
tainty. 


And what they did, we now begin to see, 
was magnitudes below what they had the 
resources, the will, the plans, the 
technology, the desire, and all but the last 
little punctilio of presidential authoriza- 
tion to do. Hoover refused direct FBI sup- 
port of the Liddy plan, recall, only 
because Nixon did not want his signature 
showing on the authorization papers. 
What stood them off? Could it be the 
CIA? Or some part of it? 


A Nail in Helm’s Coffin 


Seymour Hersh reported in the NY 
Times last May 25 that the CIA refused to 
confirm the FBI’s report that the New 
Left was foreign-financed and on two oc- 
casions presented lengthy papers to Nixon 
arguing (in the words of a Hersh CIA 
source) “that the radical movements were 
homegrown, indigenous responses to 
perceived grievances and problems that 
had been growing over the years. We said 
the radicals were clean and we couldn't 
find anything. But all it turned out to be 
was another nail in Helm’s coffin.” 

The reference to the former CIA direc- © 
tor (now ambassador to Iran) reminds us 
also that it was only Yankee Helms’s 
refusal to go along that kept Cowboy Nix- 
on from saddling the CIA with the 
Watergate job and using the whole June 
17 bust as a windfall opportunity to smear 
McGovern with the suspicion of having 
received Castro money. Had Helms (and 
McCord) gone along with it, the Nixon 
story of Watergate was evidently to have 
been: The buglars are CIA agents and 
they were in the Watergate to check out 
stories to the effect that McGovern was 
getting it from Cuba. Nixon could then 
have rebuked the CIA for overzealousness 
in the line of partiotic duty, fired a few 
more Yankee types, no doubt including 
Helms himself, and thoroughly dis- 
credited McGovern, the American left, 
and Castro all together. Smelling like a 
rose. 

What is the source of this apparent CIA 
opposition to Nixon? Why should the CIA 
defend the reputation of movement 
leadership at the expense of the FBI and 
its own reputation at the expense of the 
president? And why would McCord, when 
he came to talking about Watergate, talk 
only through the CIA? Why did he say in 
his March letter to Judge Sirica that he 
would not talk to the FBI? 

Is there an implication of some sym- 
pathy for some aims of the New Left 
within some circles of the CIA? Maybe, 
maybe not. Less sentimentally, the CIA 
could see as well as the New Left could 
feel that Nixon was manipulating 
national fears of subversion in order the 
more easily to move the country hard 
right, with considerable peril to the two- 
party system of checks and balances that 
normally keeps the ship of state upright in 
the water and imponderable prospects of 
a permanently escalating Indochina war. 

That is to say, the deep politicization of 
the FBI, the chronic entanglement of the 
FBI in rightwing political activity, and 
the growing domination of the FBI by 
crooked unions and big crime meant that 
the CIA could not trust and therefore had 
to challenge the FBI’s estimates of the in- 
ternal security threat. 

So now that Nixon’s man Pianowire is 
promising to get the CIA out of the 
domestic intelligence business, several 
questions come up. 

1. Does Colby mean simply to continue 
the Nixon line of the previous CIA direc- 
tor, James Schlesinger, and complete the 
dismantling of all CIA elements unfriend- 
ly to Nixon’s political purposes? 

2. Will the FBI under Kelley be any less 
politicized than under Hoover or Gray? 
When Nixon decided not to trust the 
Helms CIA, he directed the FBI to open 
intelligence posts in some 20 countries, a 
possible illegal expansion of the FBI 
sphere which Hersh reports made Helms 
“furious.” Now that the CIA is allegedly 
being taken out of domestic intelligence, 
what is being done to retire these foreign 
extensions of the FBI? Or will they be 
quietly retained? 

And above all, finally, in post- 
Watergate America, if there is to be such 
a thing, how is public, civilian, and 
politically disinterested control over the 
apparatus of national security estimates 
to be asserted and institutionalized? 
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Busing Boston 1848

One round has ended and another will 
resume in the eight-year battle called the 
Massachusetts Racial Imbalance Law. 

Gov. Francis Sargent, shielded 
somewhat from the wrath of the Stop 
Busing mobs by the Supreme Judicial 
Court, vetoed the legislature - approved 
ammendment to the Imbalance Act that 
would have given parents final approval 
over what school their children attended. 

“I’m not for turning my back to equal 
education,” said the Governor, and, with 
that, the imbalance law survived its most 
concerted challenge. 

The law may stand, but it remains to be 
seen whether the Boston School Com- 
mittee will indeed bus or otherwise 
transport children across neighborhood 
lines to racially mix the city’s segregated 
schools, even with the courts having again 
(as in 1968) branded as unconstitutional 
segregation cloaked as adherence to the 
concept of the neighborhood school. 

Among those who might doubt the com- 
mittee’s good intentions would have been 
a one-time Boston kindergarten student 
who was exceptionally familiar with the 
intransigence of an earlier School Com- 
mittee. 


For Sarah Roberts, were she alive to- 
day, the battle over racial balance would 
have entered, not its eighth, but its 125th 
year. 

It was in February, 1848, that her 
father, Benjamin Roberts, a freed slave 
who had joined the small black communi- 
ty in Boston, decided to enroll his 
daughter Sarah, then age 5, in public 
school. More specifically and ironically, 
he decided to enroll her in her 
neighborhood school on Sun Court. 

Roberts either had a penchant for con- 
frontation, or perhaps was not overly 
familiar with the laws of the day gover- 
ning grammar schools. It seems that when 
he brought Sarah to the school down the 
block, the teacher looked askance and 
there was an uproar in the class. Both 
Sarah and her father were ejected. 

The city law with which Roberts 
perhaps was unfamiliar read as follows: 

“The general school committee of the 


City of Boston have power, under the con- 
stitution of this Commonwealth, to make 
provision for the instruction of colored 
children in separate schools established 
exclusively for them, and to prohibit their 
attendance upon other schools.”’ 

The law had been passed not long after 
black parents themselves asked for the 
creation of separate schools because of 
assaults on their children in white 
schools. 

By 1848, however, the black communi- 
ty, upset with what it considered poor 
schools located too far from its homes, 
had changed its mind, spurred, in part, by 
Benjamin Roberts. 

Authorities directed Roberts and 
daughter to the Belknap St. School—an 
all-black school nearly a half-mile from 
their home on a walk that passed the clos- 
ed doors of five all-white schools. Roberts 
decided that, among other things, that 
was too far a walk in the area for his 
daughter. 


Committee Sued 


So Benjamin Roberts, as the NAACP 
would do more than a century later, sued 
the Boston School Committee, citing an 
1845 city ordinance that provided 
damages for any child ‘‘unlawfully barred 
from public instruction.”’ As he awaited a 
ruling from the Supreme Judicial Court, 
the Roberts family boycotted Boston’s 


schools. 
In November, 1849, the case of Roberts 


vs. Boston came before Chief Justice 
Lemuel Shaw. Benjamin Roberts was 
represented by Atty. Charles Sumner, 
later to gain fame in Washington as one of 
the “radical Republican’’ Senators who 
imposed harsh reconstruction terms on 
the South. Sumner’s presentation to the 
court would hardly have been out of date 
had it been pondered this week by the 
’ current Supreme Judicial Court. 

Sumner, citing the “spirit of American 
institutions”, argued that, ‘The separa- 
tion of children in the public schools of 
Boston, on account of color or race, is-in 
the nature of a caste, and a violation of 
equality. 


“The School Committee,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘cannot assume that an entire 
race possess certain moral or intellectual 
qualities which render it proper to place 
them all in a class by themselves.” 

Sumner met head-on the fledgling doc- 
trine of separate-but-equal schooling: 50 
years before the U.S. Supreme Court 
made it the rule of the land, 104 years 
before the same court ruled it un- 
constitutional, and 125 years before the 
Boston School Committee continued to 
cling to it. 


The Stigma of Caste 


‘The separate school of colored 
children,” said Sumner, “has no legal ex- 
istence and cannot, therefore, have a legal 
equivalent. It inflicts upon the colored 
children the stigma of caste, and although 
the matters taught in the two schools may 
be precisely the same, a school exclusively 
devoted to one class must differ essential- 
ly, in its spirit and character, from that 
public school where all classes meet in 
equality. . .” 

Sumner today might be as controversial 
in the General Court as he became in 
Washington (he was attacked by a cane- 
weilding Senate member on the floor) 
were he to speak like this: 

“If there should be any doubt in this 
case, the court should incline in favor of 
equality. As Rousseau says, it is precisely 
because the force of things always tends to 
destroy equality, that the force of legisla- 
tion ought always tend to maintain it. 

“The separation of schools, far from be- 
ing a benefit for both races, is an injury to 
both. It tends to create a feeling of 
degradation in blacks, and of prejudice 
and uncharitableness in whites.” 

A local black judge who attended 
Boston’s public schools recently said 
much the same: 

“The big trouble with separate-but- 
equal, is that the black schools aren’t 
equal.” 

Despite Sumner’s dramatic appeal, 
Chief Justice Shaw upheld the School 
Committee. In an argument that the pre- 
sent Committee might find useful, Shaw 


agreed with Sumner that the state’s then- 
progressive equal rights laws were 
“perfectly sound as broad general prin- 
ciples. But when this principle comes to 
be applied. . .the rights to which in- 
dividuals are entitled must depend on 
laws adapted to their conditions.” 

Fine in Principle 

In other words, equality is fine in prin- 
ciple, but may not be entirely practical. 
Shaw went so far as to draw an analogy to 
the city’s Latin School, whose standards, 
as he saw them, the School Committee 
was free to establish in any way (English 
High students, take note). 

Justice Shaw concluded by agreeing 
with the School Committee’s own ruling 
on the case, which he quoted: 

“In the opinion of the board, the con- 
tinuance of separate schools for colored 
children, and the regular attendance of all 
such children upon the schools, is not 
legal and just, but is best adapted to 
promote the education of that class of our 
population.” 

Only in his final statement did Shaw, a 
revered figure in the Massachusetts 
judiciary, manage to make 
pronouncements every bit as prophetic as 
the other parties of Roberts vs. Boston. 

“Tt is urged,” wrote Shaw, “that this 
maintenance of separate schools tends to 
deepen and perpetuate the odious distinc- 
tion of caste, found in deep-rooted pre- 
judice. Whether this prejudice. . .would be 
ended by compelling colored and white 
students to associate may well be 
doubted. 

“This prejudice, if it exists, is not 
created by law, and probably cannot be 
changed by law.” 

Benjamin Roberts, if he could read, 
would, then, find the headlines perhaps a 
little more to his liking today than in 
1849. There are some differences: it is 
whites, not blacks, asking entry to 
neighborhood schools, and, at least in 
theory, Roberts would have the support of 
state law were he to take his case to court 
today. But, then again, he thought he had 
the law on his side 125 years ago. 
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Police Board Idea for Cambridge Vote 


A referendum on Tuesday, July 31, will 
give residents of Cambridgeport and 
Riverside an opportunity to vote in favor 
or against the principle of establishing an 
elected community board to oversee the 
activity of policemen working in their 
neighborhood. 

Residents of the Community Oriented 
Police (C.0.P.) Task Force decided to 
hold the referendum after negotiations 
with Police Chief Regan became 
stalemated. The sticking point in these 
negotiations concern three basic prin- 
ciples that were established as the com- 
mon platform of the resident members of 
the C.0.P. Task Force when they were 
elected to the Task Force in December of 
1972 to develop a C.O.P. Program. 

The first two of these principles, a role 
for the community in reviewing the 
assignment of all police to the 
neighborhood and the principle that the 
C.O.P. program would be a full-time 
program covering all policemen who work 
in the neighborhood, have in general 
received the support of Chief Regan. 


It is the failure of the Task Force and 
Chief Regan to reach an agreement on 
Point Three, which calls for an elected 
community board to oversee the program, 
that has blocked progress in developing a 


C.O.P. program. The decision to drop or 
to keep Point Three as a part of the 
C.O.P. program will be brought to the en- 
tire neighborhood by means of the 
referendum. 


Point Three reads: 

“That a community board will be 
recognized as a part of the C.O.P. 
program. It will be made up of citizen 
representatives chosen by the residents of 
the Cambridgeport and Riverside areas. It 
will function as an ongoing vehicle for 
proposing changes in police policy and 
procedure as it affects the neighborhood. 
It will serve as a communications link 
between individuals, community 
organizations, the neighborhood at large, 
and the Police Department. In cases 
where an individual alleges excessive use 


of force by a Policeman, the Community 


Board will be empowered to conduct a full 
hearing or the facts of the case and should 
the fact warrant it, the Community Board 
will be empowered to have the police of- 
ficer removed from his assignment in the 
neighborhood and to recommend ad- 
ditional action that it may deem ap- 
propriate to the Chief of Police.” 

It is the position of Chief Regan that his 
acceptance of this. principle would con- 
stitute an illegal delegation of his 


statutory authority. Resident members of 
the Task Force have questioned this inter- 
pretation arguing that the community 
board’s power would be limited to 
transferring an officer out of the 
neighborhood not removing him from the 
force, and further, that if a conflict with 
existing law does exist, then new laws can 
be written. 

A Yes vote in the referendum will man- 
date the Task Force to continue to press 
Chief Regan and other levels of govern- 
ment in the city for recognition of an 
elected community board with formal 
power to oversee police activity as part of 
the C.0.P. program. A No vote in the 
referendum would mandate the Task 
Force to drop Point Three and proceed 
with developing a C.O.P. program. 


The concept of a C.0.P. program was 
first proposed in a series of neighborhood 
meetings in Cambridgeport and Riverside 
last fall by patrolmen on the Cambridge 
Police Force and members of the State 
Dept. of Public Safety Community 
Assistance Group. (CAG). It was describ- 
ed then as an effort to improve police- 


community relations by increasing con- - 


tact and discussion between residents and 
police working in the neighborhood. The 
CAG representatives suggested that state 


and federal monies might be obtained to 
fund a storefront office and hire com- 
munity service officers. They emphasized 
that the C.O.P. concept was directed 
towards changing and improving at- 
titudes on both sides, not towards in- 
creasing the number of policemen work- 
ing in the district or purchasing more 
police equipment. In these meetings and 
in the subsequent election of residents to 
the C.0.P. Task Force the three-point 
platform was drafted and approved as a 
definition of the ground rules under which 
the Task Force would develop and seek 
funds for the program. 

Since that time the C.0.P. Task Force 
which includes 7 patrolmen has through 
letters and meetings with the Chief 
attempted to obtain his agreement to the 
three-point platform. The police on the 
Task Force have supported the Chief's in- 
terpretation of his powers and oppose a 
referendum since they feel it will fruitless- 
ly prolong an argument that they feel the 
community cannot win. 

The referendum balloting on July 31 
will be incorporated into the 
neighborhood elections of the Riverside 
and Cambridgeport Planning Teams. An 
extensive publicity campaign is planned.

a Maryland taxi driver stopped for a traf- 
fic offense. After being dispensed with by 
the policeman. the cabbie suddenly found 
himself, shortly thereafter, surrounded by 
police and gunfire. When he pulled over, a 
policeman stuck a gun at him and shoved 
him up against the car. His offense? 
Months before, the cab had been stolen, 
used in an armed robbery, and its license 
number placed in the NCIC data bank. 
The robbers had already been caught and 
convicted, but the license number 
remained on file. 

In a recent Village Voice article lauding 
the Sargent policy on NCIC, civil liber- 
tarian Nat Hentoff quotes a Washington 
Monthly description of the use of crime 
computer banks by one-time Kansas City 
police chief Clarence Kelley—now the 
head of the FBI. 

“Kansas City (fed) its computer the 
names of area dignitaries such as coun- 
cilmen, judges, and other municipal 
leaders; parolees; adults and juveniles 
with arrest records; people with a history 
of mental disturbance; those who have 
confronted or opposed law-enforcement 


personnel in the performance of their 
duties; college students know to have par- 
ticipated in disturbances; suspects in 
shoplifting cases; and people with out- 
standing parking-ticket warrants.” 

Hentoff also quotes a government com- 
puter expert as saying, ‘There is no way 
to stop the growth in speed and storage 
capacity of all this equipment. The only 
question now is who is going to control the 
computers and. to whom the controllers 
are going to be answerable.” 

Hentoff concludes that ‘‘Francis 
Sargent, a Republican, has revealed a 
sensitivity to the Bill of Rights that is ex- 
actly opposite in attitude and practice of 
the crumbling leader of his party.” 

Arnie Rosenfeld, the guy whose follow- 
ing of the law has brought Massachusetts 
into yet another conflict with the federal 
government, says that the state NCIC 
viewpoint is ‘‘a policy that’s very impor- 
tant for the state and one that other states 
should be looking into. We're giving it 
proper attention, even if we’re the one in 
49 with our policy. It’s not getting enough 
attention elsewhere in government.”

Fully a 
dozen feet off the bag (It was later ex- 
plained that due to a “breakdown in com- 
munications,” Cater was not only un- 
aware that Lee had given him the pickoff 
sign, but was equally unaware of its ex- 
istence), a bewildered Cater took the 
throw and held it while Ken Henderson 
raced from second to third. Lee then 
retired Leon and got out of the inning. 
If that play wasn’t amazing enough, an 
inning earlier Orlando Cepeda had nearly 
stolen second base, which would’ve been 


rather akin to David Eisenhower chinning 
himself a dczen times. One presumed he 
did not have the steal sign. (‘Are you kid- 
ding,” laughed Wounded Knee, “You 
think they send me down?”) But only a 
perfect throw by Chuck Brinkman denied 
him the theft. The first baseman, to no 
one’s surprise, was not holding him on, 
and he did have a good jump. Had pitcher 
Steve Stone thrown up another 
knuckleball as he had two pitches earlier 
(It seems that all White Sox pitchers now 
include the knuckleball in their reper- 
toire, but Stone’s variety makes Wilbur 
Wood look like Sandy Koufax), Cha Cha 


would have been safe by ten teet. In any 
event, the Sox had put together two runs 
in the inning already — one driven in by 
Luis Aparicio, the other by Cepeda — 
which proved to be all Lee needed 
anyway, and then Tommy Harper — who 
has been hitting .400 since returning to 
the lineup — and Reggie Smith homered 
to put it away. 

The rest of the week had been less spec- 
tacular from the pitching standpoint. 
John Curtis was driven out early on Mon- 
day night, but the Red Sox were similarly

Though Longwood Cricket Club was 
awash more with gin-and-tonics and Jock 
Semple’s liniment than with the tears 
which accrued to Erich Segal’s bestseller, 
the 46th United States Professional Ten- 
nis Championships held last week did

Would, uh, her mother be along? And ina 
tennis world more filled with dispute and 
controversy than the Loud family, could 
Jimmy and Chris ever hope to form that 
more perfect mixed doubles union, both 
on and off the court? 

Ah, the elegant madness that is 
Longwood was again upon us this week 
and as usual even pressing questions like 
the ones above were inevitably secondary 
to the spectacle as a whole. Forget that 
Rod Laver, Ken Rosewall, Ilie Nastase, 
John Newcombe and Tom Okker decided 
for various and sundry reasons not to 
show up. Forget that defending champion 
Bob Lutz, who ended a nine-year Aussie 
reign at Longwood with his victory last 
year, tore the patella tendon in his right 
knee in a pre-tournament exhibition at 
Prudential Center on Monday,:and by 
Wednesday had been successfully 
operated on by Dr. Carter Rowe, who’s 
had Orr in them thar hands.

5-love.”” Longwood Week. Where Jock 
Semple presides over the rubbing table 
with all the fierce Scottish scowl he an- 
nually brings to the Marathon. 
Longwood Week. When South African 
Ray Moore, who looks like he has his hair 
done in a cotton gin, purposely serves two 
balls out to give a point to opponent 
Jaime Fillo] after he, Moore, had been 
awarded a point for a ball that he’d clear- 
ly hit out. Moore then received the biggest 


ovation of the week. Longwood Week. 
Where the crowd anguishes delightfully 
over the doubles exploits of Eddie Dibbs 
and Harold Solomon, whose combined 
height is less than eleven feet. Longwood 
Week, where tanned and healthy matrons 
watch matches all day, then go out and 
bang away on the grass courts until it is 
time for the evening competition. 

And on Tuesday night of this Longwood 
Week, young James Connors, who had 
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been deprived of a well-deserved seeding 
because of clumsy and obvious pettiness 
by WCT (who handled the draw), went 
brashly out and with a clean line to his 
work disposed of No. 1 seed and favorite 
Stan Smith. By week’s end it could turn 
out to be fate and not mere coincidence 
that Connors sprung his upset from the 
same place in the draw that Lutz was in 
last year, and that he began the tourna- 
ment exactly as Lutz did, by disposing of 
the top seed (Last vear it was New- 
combe.). 

Now, if Connors could only survive the 
impending visit of girlfriend Miss Evert 
on Thursday or Friday, when she was 
scheduled to arrive from Florida for a 
Monday press conference concerning the 
Wightman Cup matches, many thought 
he could win. Wait a minute- - - -survive 


“He doesn’t play very well when she’s 
around,” noted Bud Collins, who graced 
the press box Tuesday in a dashiki he 
purchased in Tanzania. ‘‘He lost in the 
first round of both the Italian and French 
Opens, and then blew it to Metreveli in 
the quarterfinals at Wimbledon.” 

“Things do happen,” the engaging Con- 
nors admitted. ‘Like at Wimbledon. We 
were playing a mixed doubles match, and 
a ball was hit right between us. Now, both 
our backhands meet in the middle of the 
court (Connors is left-handed). I hit her in 
the hand, she hit me in the head. I started 
to wonder if mixed doubles was such a 
good idea.”

Union Grand Prix, making it at season’s 
end to the semifinals of the CU Masters 
playoff (which in December will be held in 
Boston, at Hynes Auditorium). 

“T just thought I needed the extra 
match time under my belt,” Connors said 
in explanation. ‘“‘Now, don’t get me 
wrong. I thought our tour was strong. The 
only difference was that I didn’t have 
tough matches from the very start of a

tournament. From the quarters and semis 
on, the competition was fine. 

“TI know a lot of people thought I was 
getting away without proving my ability 


by not playing WCT. Well, I’ve just got to . 


prove to them that I can play and play 
well. Tonight wasn’t a bad debut, was 
it?” 

It wasn’t. Connors outthought and out- 
hit Smith to win with ease, 6-3, 6-3. The 
match squared his lifetime series with 
Smith at 2-all, and was one of the biggest 
dividends yet for the 20-year old who has 
already logged 18 years of tennis time. 


Connors’ mother, the former Gloria 
Thompson, was once a tennis teaching 
pro, just as Connors’ grandmother had 
been. In her playing days, Mrs. Connors 
was Pancho Segura’s mixed doubles 
partner, and it really was from this on- 
court union that Connors’ career was 
spawned. 

Jimmy grew up in East St. Louis, 
Illinois (‘Where all the gangsters live’’) 
and for as long as he can remember there 
was a tennis court in the backyard, where 
his mother taught him the game, which 
includes the now popular two-hand 
backhand. 

“I’d like to make one thing perfectly 
clear,’’ Connors joked in the locker room 
after his victory over Smith. “I was hit- 
ting two-hand backhands before Chris 
Evert was born.” Tis thus. Connors really 
is two-and-a-half years older than 
Christine Marie. 

By the time he reached the age of 16, 
Connors had moved to Belleville, Ill. and 
was running out of people to play against. 
All his life he had been playing opponents 
older than he was, so when he reached his 
junior year in high school most of his 
cronies had headed off to college. It was 
here that Gloria Connors rekindled her 
between-the-lines affair with Segura. 

“Segura was at the Beverly Hills Ten- 
nis Club then,” Connors recalls. “He 
suggested that we move out there so he 
could teach me full-time. The minute I 
heard that, we were there.”

Connors enrolled at Rexford High 


School in Los Angeles, would go to 


classes from eight in the morning until 
10:15, and then depart. The two hours at 
school were devoted to anthropology and 
physics; the rest of the day belonged to 
Professor Segura. The subject was tennis. 

“‘He’s down at LaCosta now,’’ Connors 
said. “‘I’ll still try to get down from LA to 
see him two or three times a month. I owe 
him an awful lot.” 

Victories like the one Tuesday night are 
the only repayment Segura would accept. 
There is a strain of fierceness which colors 
Connors’ game, making it appear as if he 
is hitting the ball harder than he actually 
is. His movements are tight on the court, 
making him at times an angry wind-up 
doll. Each bad shot is followed by nervous 
shaking of the brown, carefully razored 


hair. This happens frequently, because 
any shot that is not a winner is viewed as 
sacrilege by James Connors. There were 
very few sacrileges Tuesday night. 

Connors played as intelligently as he 
has ever played against the weary Smith, 
who had flown in from a victory in 
Baastad, Sweden only the day before. 
Smith’s malady quickly went from jet lag 
to Jimmy Lag. 

Connecting on 48 of 68 first serves, Con- 
nors kept Smith in the backcourt most of 
the time with superb deep returns. If 
Smith goes home — to the net — very bad 
things can happen. Connors prevented 
him from penetrating, and when Smith 
would attempt it, young James would ex- 
plode a passing shot down either line for a 
winner. All of Connors’ youthful ef- 
fusiveness was transplanted to his racket 


on this night as he said, in effect, ‘How 
you doin’, WCT?” 

“The more matches I play the more 
confident I get,’’ Connors said. “And 
tonight I just went out there with a lot of 
confidence for some reason.” 

Connors was asked, finally, about a 
possible marriage with WCT. 

“They just might have me,” he said. 

Then Connors was asked about a possi- 
ble marriage to Chris Evert. 

“Awww, I knew you were going to ask 
me that,” he said. ‘Well, I don’t know, 
uh. . .no. . :wait a minute. Shoot, I don’t 
know what to say.” 

Well, Jim, what can you say about.an_ - 
18-year old girl who plays tennis. That she ~ 
leves two-hand backhands, the Beatles 
and you? 

That’s what Erich Segal would say.

THE CRIMINAL OF 
WATERGATE 
To the Editor: 


It was 3:30 on the Watergate 


session on July 16 as Herbert 


Kalmbach was just getting into 
the winded story of his childhood 


that the TV camera did a marvel- 


ous panof the entire length of the 
Select Committee table which 
revealed, and we believe it is ad- 
missible as evidence in his case, 
personifying gestures and 
postures of those seven men and 
perhaps their attitudes: first we 
saw Weicker staring steadily at 
the witness, immobilized, quite 
fascinated by his own concentra- 
tion; then there is Gurney who is 
reading something with his head 
down; Thompson is rested back 
with his chair on two legs, rock- 
ing like a hammock’s swing; 
Baker is seen contorted in his 
seat, intent on cleaning and ex- 
amining the bow] of his pipe, try- 
ing to get the TV lights to shine 
in his rosewood; Ervin is trying 
to control his twitching errant 
eyebrows; Dash is flinging 
papers around in front of himself 
as if he may have just lost a law 
somewhere; Talmadge is chew- 
ing a huge Jiggs cigar with his 
fish mouth; the honorable 
Hawaiian Inouye is bowed with a 
hand shading his eyes, possibly 
dreaming of far away beaches; 
and Montoya simply is looking 
all about the room like a tourist 
in an aren’t-they-excitable-all- 
this-coverage expression. 

Are those men present in 
angered sobriety or for certain 
personal axes? One poin is this: 
that these are not prosecuting or 
even blame-setting hearings. 
They are merely to “make a 
record” of “‘the facts” for public 
consumption. Indeed they are 
public and even theatrical in 
nature. Surprise witnesses, 
stories and laughs, “‘bombshells”’ 


thrown in on occasion and 
“leaked” to the men-with-the- 
mikes standing in the lobby on 
each others’ shoulder to peek in. 
It takes an awful lot of quotation 
marks to qualify descriptive 
words about the hearings until 
the hearings themselves take on 
the character of quotation 
marks. 

In another month, the Com- 
mittee is supposed to issue a sort 
of preliminary report on its “fin- 
dings” prior to a full paper next 
year. They’re trying hard to 
determine if the President had 
any unusual reasons for the 
usual crafty look on his face late- 
ly. If they clear him, seems to be 
the air, then the government and 
the public view of politics will be 
saved, clean and strong. They 
seem rather to forget and their 
theatrics of “investigation” lead 
us to forget as well that nearly 
everyone at the top of our 
government has been involved in 
sneaking, sniggering, immoral 
robberies, lies and injustices, all 
within a gavel’s throw of the 
Justice Department. Con- 
sultants to our leaders have 
agreed to instigate or go along 
with kidnappings, cat houses, 
and digging for the damaging 
files of everyone fron Senator 
Weicker to Chet Huntley (who 
since is reduced to peddling seats 
on an airplane). 

We, the people, in order to 
form frantically some kind of an 
ongoing union, are left with two 
dilemmas out of this whole 
thing. One is a simple debate 
between John Dean and the 
President. Its two sides are 
these: that either this meager 
math-minded lawyer has decid- 
ed to take on the whole govern- 


ment and the nation down to (or 
perhaps up to) the housewife 
level with his outlandish story 
merely to cover his own crimes or 
that the President has lied face 
to face with the nation. Both 
seem incredible; one is true. The 


‘Senate Committee would have 


us believe that this is the extent 
of the dilemma. Yet we know 
full well to begin that there are 
at least double reasons for each 
Committee member to be in- 
terested at all in seeing these 
hearings through. Baker has 
presidential aspirations and is 
getting priceless exposure, 
Weicker has a righteous fan club 
which he is fanning every chance 
he gets to soap box, and Gurney 
is just a walking Nixon button. 
The question is, are these their 
only reasons. We’re here to figure 
out this game, they say, and that 
will be the end of it (but for 
token legislation to “keep men 
from thinking that way again’’). 
But just as Sam Ervin appears 
only to be a token leader of the 
Committee, so these hearings 
approach only a token of the real 
problems involved. 


The illness lies in he psy- 


chology and sociology of life in 


our times and perhaps those 
fields of remedy might better 
serve the concerned minority of 
activists than either political 
protestation or due process. 
Perhaps our support, our talents, 
our care should be shifted and 
the psychological and 
sociological matters we relegate 
to politicians would be better or 
at all served right down here on 
the ground where they began for 
the very hierarchy of powers and 
competition seems proven to be 
corruptive. 


The criminal of Watergate is 
the tempered times that spawn- 
ed it, still with us; and the bills 
that politicians decide, are not 
“political” in nature but are 
human and should be solved on a 
human (Psychological and So- 
ciological) level. If we take these 
hearings, these men as fully 
capable of declaring justice for 
our times, then we are stepping 
back into far deeper trouble than 
any of this disheartening 
testimony has ever touched. 
Cures for the crops are in the 
labs of our minds, not on a 
seven-chaired picnic table out in 
the dying fields.

son threw toward the plate. After four in- 
nings the two Sox teams had combined for 
12 runs, and the final score (9-8 Red Sox 
on Reggie Smith’s 11th-inning homer) was 
not, to say the least, the sort that general- 
ly leaps to mind when one hears the 
phrase “‘Extra-inning game.”

Then Tuesday the Chicagos twice 
simply blew the Red Sox out of the ball 
park, with Marty Pattin and Ray Culp 
taking the losses. Craig Skok had been 
called up from Pawtucket at noon, 
presumably to give Mike Garman 
someone to talk to in the bullpen. Both 
Garman (1st game) and Skok (2nd) got in 
their most extensive pitching work of the 
season in the double-header. The con- 
fidence the powers that be have thus far 
in the season evinced in Garman and 
Skok would seem, if nothing else, to be an 


indication of just how thoroughly the Red 
Sox were out of the two games early on, 
but both pitched creditably, If 
meaninglessly. 

Thursday night the Yankees increased 
their lead over Boston to two games by 
not playing. Bert Blyleven had been 
scheduled to open the Minnesota series, 
but Twin’s maneger Frank Quilici 
double-crossed the Red Sox and sent 
former Cub Joe Decker out to the mound 


instead. Decker pitched as if he might as * 


well have been Blyleven and beat them 6- 
2, and now the Red Sox still had to face 
Bert. Luis Tiant matched Decker’s three- 
hit performance for seven innings, then 
went out in the eighth and gave the Twins 
an inning of batting practice. Rod Carew 
had put them ahead with a couple off the 
wall, so the Red Sox responded by inten- 
tionally walking Tony Oliva with men on 
second and third in order to pitch to 
former Dodger pitcher Bobby Darwin. So 
Darwin tripled down the right field line. 


* 

Skok’s recall (prompted by Don 
Newhauser’s removal to the disabled list) 
provided Eddie Kasko with the oppor- 
tunity to make a few observations which 
may portend changes for the immediate 
future. Reminded that Skok’s presence in 
the pitching corps gave the Red Sox an 


overabundance of lefthanded pitching, 
the manager replied “It really doesn’t 
make any difference which hand you 
throw with if you throw well enough.” 
This would seem to be a significant depar- 
ture from his obdurate insistence that it 


would be nothing short of disastrous to _ 


“have three lefthanders in the starting 
rotation, especially in Fenway.” 

A lot of people have considered this a 
rather specious evasion in light of how 
well the other. two lefthanders — and par- 
ticularly Lee — have been pitching, in- 
cluding in Fenway, and have wondered 
why Rogelio Moret has been repeatedly 
denied a shot. Moret has, after all, been 
the most effective Red Sox pitcher after 
Lee, and since the righthanders frequent- 
ly might as well be throwing with their 
right toes — Culp and Pattin have been 
erratic, and for that matter, Tiant has not 
exactly been a model of consistency — it 
wouldn’t seem that outrageous to start 
Moret. 

It now appears that it might happen 
after all, particularly should someone 
falter this weekend. (Kasko has also 
altered his once-sacrosanct five-man 
rotation in order to give Lee one more 
start — on Sunday — before the All-Star 
game.) The guessing is here that Julito 
will be in the regular rotation, if only on a 


trial basis, when the team takes to the 
road this week.

night a week or so ago in Minnesota after 
the Red Sox had just won their ninth in 
eleven games on the road trip, and Peter 
Gammons grinned in mid-conversation 
and said “You know, it makes this job a 
lot more fun when you’re covering a team 
that’s winning like this.” 

That’s true. July has been a most en- 
joyable month, to be sure, but the 
euphoria was suspended and a gloom cast 
itself over Fenway Park last Tuesday. On 
the day his Red Sox dropped a 
doubleheader to Chicago, Freddie Ciam- 
pa of the Herald-American passed away 
suddenly at 51. It’s almost endemic to the 
jobthat sportswriters are never universally 
popular, particularly among ballplayers, 
but Freddie transcended that norm — 
everyone who ever met him had to like 
him.

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The Brechtian ending of O Lucky Man, when Malcolm McDowell 
steps out from behind his character and greets Lindsay Anderson, the 
film’s director, in a discotheque, was disorienting enough; our leaving 
the screening room after the New York press showing to discover 
Lindsay, Malcolm and singer Alan Price milling about in the hallway 
was, I suppose, their unwitting last laugh. Anderson’s corporeal 
presence was too provocative for at least rock critic Robert Christgau, 
who strode up to him to rebuke him for having ‘“‘wasted” three hours 
of Christgau’s time. 

The throng adjourned to Jimmy’s around the corner, where 
members of the music branch of Warner Brothers mingled with those 
of the film branch. Andy Wickham, staff producer for Warner Bros. 
Records, and only slightly larger than his diminutive colleague Van 
Dyke Parks, with whom he had purchased Weejuns that afternoon at 
Rogers Peet, was redundantly introduced to Anderson by some un- 
knowning third party. In order to right the error, Wickham took hold 
of his striped prep school tie and waved it in Anderson’s face, leading 
the director, having been reminded by this flourish, to assert, 
‘“‘Why, we went to the same school!” — Cheltenham, | think it was 
— though director and producer must be 25 years apart in age and 
certainly never classmates. 

This was small potatoes next to the appearance of Alice Cooper, 
who actually looked quite ordinary in faded Levi cut-offs and an open 
shirt. As we were departing, we noticed him absorbed in, but not un- 
sympathetic to, the plight of a young Cincinnati journalist, weened, 
we must assume, on beer, who was puking the contents of his belly 
onto the depopulated banquet floor as Alice urged him on.

Combing the shopping district for an interesting alternative to 
your usual quick eats joint, we stumbled on a down-home Italian 
restaurant practically around the corner from Filene’s. La Casa San- 
ta, located at 16 Kingston Street, sports an unpretentious facade _ 
with a sub shop in the basement. Inside the dining room it’s cozy and 
relaxed. Lots of potted plants and holly entwined around the 
overhead beams contribute to the slightly festive atmosphere, and 
the owner and his family take pains to ensure that each diner is taken 
care of to his or her complete satisfaction. 

We sipped red wine while perusing the menu, and were surprised 
at the unreasonably reasonable prices. In addition to traditional 
Roman fare (served with a fantastic meat sauce made by Jackie 
himself), the eatery offers several American dishes including steak, 
and small fry can fill their tummies on a burger deluxe, french fries 
and veggies for ten bits. My companion fed quarters to the hungry 
juke box while I ordered veal parmigiano and lasagna. Both dishes 
were delicious.

Film: Bridging the Interview Gap

If it hadn’t been for those petunias, 
both Malcolm McDowell and I might 
have ended the evening in jail. The 
petunias — three dozen baby seedlings, to 
be exact — were stashed away in the back 
seat of my car, and Malcolm had express- 
ed a certain amount of interest in plant 
life as we’d driven back from a restaurant, 
several hours earlier. But Malcolm had 
expressed even more interest in a bottle of 
chablis, which we’d mutually polished off 
during an after-dinner session with the 
tape recorder. So by the time — 2:30ish — 
we got around to looking for my car again, 
neither one of us was entirely up to the 
job. 

Weaving through the Back Bay, snif- 
fing out one particular Volvo in a 
veritable jungle of the damn things, we 
were relieved to finally spot it near New- 
bury Street; I unlocked it, and we more or 
less got in. The ignition key wouldn’t 
turn, though, thanks to a wheel-lock giz- 
mo which has never worked properly 
before — and I was in the process of poun- 
ding that accursed wheel to a plasticky 
pulp while Malcolm, who really is enor- 
mously perceptive, noticed the crucial 
detail: no plants, not a one. Since it’s ob- 
vious that no one, sound mind or 
otherwise, would have any reason for 
walking off with 36 seedling petunias, 
there was only one possible explanation. 
And so, quick as you could say breaking- 
and-entering, we were tearing off down 
the street, looking for the right car again. 
We found it soon enough, drove back to 
the wrong one, and Malcolm was even 
nice enough to break into it again, this 
time to retrieve my tape recorder and the 
day’s taped conversation. Good thing he 
did, too — otherwise this story might be 
ending right here. 

I mention all this for a number of 
reasons, not the least of them being that 
chivalry is not dead; very few actors make

a habit of walking anybody anywhere, 
mugging hour or not. But I also mention it 
for whatever bearing it has on Interview 
Gap, a problem that’s bound to afflict 
even the most detached interviewer 
sooner or later. Because the McDowell 
who'd had such a sharp eye for those miss- 
ing buds was quite a different character 
from the one I’d had business lunch with 
earlier that same day — more honest, 
more interesting, a whole lot more 
likeable, and consequently much too nice 


to really write about. Lunchtime 
McDowell was, by contrast, a _ letter- 
perfect interview and an absolute yawn. 
Rex Reed, who spoke to Lunchtime 
McDowell at Cannes several weeks ago, 
puts it this way: “Malcolm isn’t a per- 
sonality, he’s an actor. I like him tremen- 
dously, and I think he’s very bright, but 
he’s the dullest interview in the world. 
Have you tried to interview him? It’s not 
possible! He says things, but you don’t 
wanna them, they’re so dull.”’ 


In all fairness, Malcolm had’ been 
answering the same silly questions for 
more than a month, non-stop, by the time 
he turned up here. After O Lucky Man! 
had its world premiere at Yale in April, 
there’d been two weeks’ worth of plugging 
it at Cannes (‘‘Aaaaah, it was dreck. I 
hated it, it’s the old circus’), then two 
weeks more in New York, which must 
have been pure mayhem. He'd been ask- 
ed, perhaps 500 times, what he thought 
about luck, about the violence in 
Clockwork Orange, about the difference 
between directors Stanley Kubrick and 
Lindsay Anderson (‘‘one has a beard, one 
doesn't — what else can you say?’’). 
When I first met him, he was in the mid- 
dle of a radio interview which, despite 
questions about things like 
and ‘‘antiliber- 
tarianism,”’ was allowing him plenty of 
room for that much-rehearsed song and 
dance. “Well, the film is a comedy on epic 
lines — now that’s what it says in the 
publicity blurb, but it happens to be 
true.” And: “O Lucky Man! — even the 
title has a sense of irony to it. It’s either ‘O 
lucky man!" — i.e. the character that I 
play — or ‘O lucky man(kind)!" And: “I 
hate to use the word Brechtian, but that 
does come to mind. 

The McDowell with whom I had lunch 
— crisp, articulate, direct — might have 
been the source of either a series of 
marginally interesting quotes or the sub- 
ject of a full-force hatchet job. Under for- 
mal interview conditions, he’s a master of 
verbal ping-pong, fending off any 
questions that border on the personal and 
steering clear of overly strong opinions. 
he’s glad to talk about O Lucky Man! — 
that, after all, is what he’s here for — and 
goes on at great length about how the film 
was conceived, whose idea a particular 
scene was, and so on. Bur he’s adamant

about avoiding any official interpretation 
of the film (“after all, it means something 
quite different to Lindsay, say, than it 
does to me”), and quashes that whole line 
of questioning with one swift blow: “You 
mustn’t get bogged down by naturalism, 
you must just let things happen. There’s 
something else in the film which is far 
bigger than all of us.” 

Now, as on his previous press tour (for 
Clockwork Orange), McDowell keeps 
himself firmly identified with the project 
at hand — and that means that six 
months from now he’ll be thought of as 
the star of one film or another, and 
probably not as any more distinct a per- 
sonality than that. But he says he doesn’t 
care about being a star in his own right, 
and sounds very much like he means it 
(‘I’m not really too concerned with 
whether the public accept me or they 


- don’t, because I think the only way they’ll 


appreciate what I do is for me to do exact- 
ly what I want to, in my own way’’). He 
also says a number of other things which 
anyone out to hatchet him could easily 
distort into an attitude of extreme 
arrogance — but, given the high-pressure 
tedium of promotional touring,. his 
detachment becomes more than un- 
derstandable, almost a matter of survival. 
Like his attitude towards questions about 
the superficial similarities of 
Clockwork and the new film: ‘“That’s 
always the problem when you have the 
same actor; it’s very difficult for the 
public to accept that actor in something 
else. But that’s the public’s problem, not 
mine.” 


There’s a lady reporter in Los Angeles 
who understands, better than most, what 
a mistake it can be to try and draw out the 
private side. of McDowell when he feels 
like keeping it to himself. “When I was 
over for Clockwork they sent this terrible 
woman to see me, who was in her mid- 
thirties. Horrendous woman, and those 
eyes that were sort of’ — and he wiggles 
his eyebrows, mock-suggestively. 
thought, ‘Oh, My God’ — I’m afraid it 
was a real turn-off for me. So the inter- 
view was very poor. She said things like” 
— flat, nasal, his American imitation — “ 
‘Now Mal-colm, can you tell me about 
you? I mean, who is Malcolm McDowell?’ 
I said, ‘Look here, darlin’, you’ve got two 
hours to find out. Don’t expect me to do 
your bloody job for you.” 


“And when it came out, of course, it 
was the most billllistering. . . .” 

Eventually, he does begin to level with 
me, in his own way. “I think if you’re open 
about it, and realize what's happening. . . 
but people don’t like to hear that, do 
they? They don’t like to have you sit down 
and admit to the fact that you’re here to 
sell a product, and that this is all a part of 
it. I don’t know anything about you at all, 
so I would never be honest with you — as 
me, as a person. I mean, I’ll give you just 
enough. That’s the way I am, though — 
and at least I’m being honest about that. 
Because what I really feel — unprin- 
table!” 

We give up on formal interviewing 
altogether, and that turns out to be quite 
a good idea. Malcolm lives quietly in the 
country, in Dorset, in a converted 16th 
century mill where you can always hear 
the water running. He gardens, reads a 
lot, drinks tea, stays mostly in the com- 
pany of his girlfriend (who could only en- 
dure two weeks’ worth of touring before 
going back home). He’s just planted 600 


. trees, and (a walk through the Common 


later confirms this) knows a beech from a 
birch. He’s always been finicky about 
what projects he gets involved in, has only 
made five films, thinks of only one of 
them as being “naturalistic” (Long Ago, 
Tommorrow, the wheelchair love story). 
He began, with /f..., as simply an actor, 
but his contributions have been more 
widespread since then; he improvised 
some of his Clockwork part (‘‘Singin’ In 
The Rain,” the psychiatric tests), devised 
the one-eyelash look, and even did a first- 
draft screenplay on O Lucky Man! When 
he gets home, he’ll be starting work on a 
new screenplay — and he’s most itchy to 
get home, since he figures it’s been five 
months since he did any serious work. He 
comes from a lower middle-class 
background, was brought up in the north 
of England, was once the drummer in a 
pre-Beatles Liverpool band (‘‘and I can’t 
play the drums, mind you”). The band 
“died the death.” He’s 30 now, even has 
some gray hair. He smokes heavily, feels 
occasional pains in his left chest (around 
where he thinks a lung might be), and is 
sometimes tormented by visions of an ear- 
ly grave. He places complete faith in the 
power of his intuition. 

Later that day, at dinner, he’s thesoulof 
congeniality despite obvious signs of 
fatigue. Some friends from New York — 
the voung film critic for a national 
magazine and his wife, an actress — have 
driven up to spend some more time with 
him, and Malcolm is being the friendliest 
host imaginable. He’s chatty, he’s smil- 
ing, he’s wearing a bow tie. We're in a 
seafood place down by the docks, and he 
recommends the scallops. Did you know 
that in some places they make chowder 
with butter, other places without? 

But there’s no such thing as a full-time 
extrovert, even though McDowell does an 
impressive imitation. Bearing up 


beautifully under the pressures of a 
weekend of alleged relaxation (trips to the 
Aquarium, to Gloucester, even a proposed 
soporific expedition to catch the new 
Peckinpah), he shows most of the strain in 
private. He fades, for instance, into some 
kind of automatic-pilot mentality at 
times, even reciting lines from the film 
when he can’t think of anything else to 
say. In the lobby of his hotel he stumbles 
into a big garish wedding party, smiles 
knowingly, and soulfully quotes Alan 
Price’s song lyrics, for no apparent reason. 

And the hotel, after weeks of hotels, 
makes him uhderstandably impatient. 
It’s cold, and the one thing he likes about 
the States is being able to walk outside, in 
summertime, without needing a sweater. 
Room service is an irritant too, since 
they’ve only got local delicacies, and none 
of what he’s used to. He calls up to order a 
club sandwich at one point, enunciating 
with such distaste that a dead rat might 
sound more appetizing. And he’s furious 
when they tell him they haven’t got any 
warm milk to go with it. “Have you got 
any milk?” he grills some disembodied 
voice in the basement. “And have you got 
a pan? Well, then . . . Right. Thank-you- 
very-much!” 


Funny as he is when he’s annoyed, he’s 
even more so when he turns imperious. 
We are walking near the Common, for in- 
stance, when the Sack Cinema 57 mar- 
quee catches his eye: “‘Is that it, then? Is 
that where my picture’s gonna play?”’ It 
is, so he marches inside, paces back and 
forth before a row of posters, Napoleon in- 
specting the troops. There’s no poster of 
him up yet because it’s too early, the pic- 
ture won't open for three weeks, I tell him, 
and he eyes me suspiciously. Then he 
demands to see “‘whoever’s in charge,” 
and a youngish Sack employee shakes his

I reckoned I would take a kid along with 
me when I went to Reader’s Digest’s 
musical adaptation of Tom Sawyer. But 
the only kid I know was born Friday, and 
he has expressed no taste for musicals. So 
I went by myself. 

From my point of view, age twenty- 
seven, this film isn’t too hot. It is prin- 
cipally lacking in a clear first person, 
never mind that it is more a betrayal of 
Mark Twain than an adaptation. 
Whereas the Twain version was about the 
learning of cherished values through ac- 
tion and experience rather than rote, the 
film version is simply a panegyric to those 
values. 

Take the scene where the townspeople 
hold a funergl service for Tom and 
Huckleberry Finn, mistakenly thinking 
the boys to be drowned. This could have 


been great fun had the boys happened 
upon the service, observed as spectators 
or auditors the marvelous eulogies, 
wondered for whom these encomiums 
were being voiced, then realized the ser- 
vice was for them and how mad Aunt Pol- 
ly and the other adults would be when 
they discovered that once again they had 
been played for fools. 

But under Don (Ride the Wild Surf) 
Taylor’s direction, the boys don’t appear 
until the service has nearly concluded. 
There is little way of knowing how they 
have reacted to the whole thing, little fun 
for us in knowing what the citizens of 
Hannibal do not yet know, that they have 
been pious when piety was not called for. 
As it stands the service is a catalogue of 
values, stated by Judge Thatcher, 
nothing more, a dramatic zero. 

The film’s song lyric goes, ‘A boy is 
gonna grow to a man/Only once in his life 
is he free.” Now that is a disastrous 
epitaph for a human being who rightly 
enough took his values straight from life 
in a frontier American town, and not from 
a Sunday School primer or the business 
end of a teacher’s switch. With that lyric

as a moral to the film, no wonder so 
much emphasis is laid on the drunken 
Muff Potter’s final departure from Han- 
nibal and Tom’s bidding farewell to the 
irrepressible Huck. This Tom Sawyer is 
merely marking time till he can be stodgy 
and pious like all the rest. 


True, Mark Twain did not have Dr. 
Aaron Stern and his Motion Picture 
Producers Association rating board — not 
to mention Reader’s Digest — breathing 
down his neck. Those enforcers of false 
piety can cut a picture’s potential income

OEEP PURPLE 


Deep Purple: MADE IN JAPAN 
(Warner Bros. 2WS 2701) 


Hard on the heels of the multinational 
corporation is the global rock band. 
Several formerly all-British rock bands, 
such as Fleetwood Mac, now employ 
American musicians also; Fairport 
Convention, formerly the most British 
band since the Kinks, boasts guitarists 
from America and Australia, the rhythm- 
soul band Osibisa contains personnel 
from several African nations, and Quet- 
zalcoatl only knows how many members 
of the seventeen-member Latin band 
Azteca are wetbacks, legally Mexican 
citizens. Even more prevalent is the situa- 
tion here: “Smoke on the Water” is an 
American hit by an English band written 
in Switzerland and recorded in Japan. 


When one leads the international jetset 
life of a group like Deep Purple, one 
seldom has time for more than first im- 
pressions. In music this is called ‘‘flash.” 
Throughout the album the band, es- 
pecially guitarist Ritchie Blackmore, ex- 
hibit the patented Deep Purple acid 
flash, developed with studied 
carelessness since the first — the organ 
work on “Space Truckin,” recalls the 
choppy break from “Hush.” In fact, 
“Highway Star’ was their first big hit 
single from an album that took them 


precisely two weeks to write, record and 
release. It shows up on Made In Japan, 
too, with some totally unnecessary in- 
troductory organ nonsense. 

All this stuff is old. Three of the tunes 
originated on Machine Head, and one 
first saw light of day as far back as Deep 
Purple in Rock. There are a total of seven 
songs, an average of fewer than two per 
side. They weren't even going to release 
this album anywhere outside Japan until 
they heard the tapes and reflected how 
swell they sounded or how cheap and easy 
it would be. 

Why now? Well, it appears we are near- 
ing the crest of another British colour 
wave — the Moody Blues were the most 
popular group in the world for a bit and 
Pink Floyd recently topped the charts for 
the first time. Now it is Deep Purple’s 
turn to be everybody’s darling. All these 
English colour groups (the colour is in 
their names) have a psychedelic charisma 
about them; which in the case of the 
Moodies or Floyd is deserved — but 
again, all Deep Purple have is flash. 


That is, at present. Because one thing 
that has always plagued Deep Purple is 
musical and personal conflict. Jon Lord, 
organist, has always favored a more 
classical feel (he wrote the concerto that 
the group performed with full orchestra), 
an idea which was anathema to the spon- 
taneous pinwheeling Blackmore. Lead 
singer Ian Gillan, since his appearance on 
the album of Jesus Christ Superstar, has 
increasingly felt somewhat divine himself 
of late, and has just lett the group. ‘lo 
replace him, the group has incorporated 
Paul Rodgers, who played real good for 
Free. With him at the helm, Deep Purple 
might settle down and make some lasting 
waves.

Bloomfield, Hammond, Dr. John:

natured and the result is pure music. 
Bloomfield is playing less bullshit, Ham- 
mond is right on top of things with a 
know-it-all but tolerant attitude, and Dr. 
John attacks the keys ferociously and 
adds some sympathetic horn charts. 

John Hammond begins ‘Last Night” 
with a washed-out feeling of exhausted 
despair to which Bloomfield adds the 
most languid of gentle blues licks, falling 
like eiderdown on Hammond’s vocal. The 
Hammond harp sounds as good and as 
wasted as Butterfield’s ever did. “I Yi Yi” 
sounds like it could power a car from coast 
to coast with its ineluctable good feeling 
and dangerous rhythm section, backed by 
some crazy Stax/Volt-like horns. Various 
girls provide backing to Hammond 
vocal that takes everything for granted, 
while Dr. John is somewhere in the 
background tickling some blues piano and 
guiding the whole thing along. This song 
could make it very big as a single. 

“Just To Be With You” is nice but fares 
poorly compared to the Butterfield ver- 
sion of some years back. “Baby Let Me 
Kiss You” is appropriately salacious; the 
band cooks like a fiend, with Bloomfield 
restricting himself to a very funky alley. 
He gets in a nice solo on “Sho Bout” 
which shows that he’s left behind the 
problem of too many notes and not 
enough space. He wails most notably on 
“Rock Me Baby.”’ Dr. John adds perfect 
keyboards all over the record, and his in- 
fluence is all-pervasive in the hand-fitted 
arrangements. Fine blues.

Blues, hard rock, country, all of these 
thriving popular musical forms are depen- 
dent on the electric guitar. The first great 
electric guitar innovator, of course was 
Charlie Christian, a jazz guitarist, but 
‘Christian’s most direct stylistic heirs 
seem to have benefitted least from the 
guitar boom of the past several years. The 
usual theories for the popular failures of 
jazz don’t seem to apply here, especially 
the racial explanation: race hasn't kept

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‘B.B. King from substantial success with 
white audiences, and in any event guitar 
is one jazz ax whose major voices of any 
given moment are often as not Caucasian 
(like the four guitarists here). No, 
something else is responsible. Could it be 
that jazz guitarists, as a group, are un- 
commonly dull? 

Take Joe Pass’s example.. Pass has 
played solid guitar since first appearing 
in the Synanon band of the early sixties. 
and his recent signing on with Oscar 
Peterson can only enhance his notoriety. 
As this German session, done with only 
bass and drums demonstrates, Pass has a 
warm tone, an easy-going yet ample 
technique and enough imagination to 
avoid the repetition which bogs down 
many guitarists. Yet the total result is 
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neutral. The gentle ballads and the bossa 
novas and the medium-tempoed stan- 
dards and the politely funky blues are all 
here, the modus operandi of most jazz 
guitarists. Pass is surely one of the most 
talented, but beyond one or two tracks, 
this music cannot sustain the listener. If 
you want to hear a good guitar player, 
though, Joe Pass can’t be faulted. 

The situation is a bit different with Jim 
Hall. He shares with Pass that fifties 
guitar sound and a dependence on old pop 
tunes, but Hall is a more unusual musical 
thinker. His best solos appear to unfold in 
indirect, unpredictable relationships of 
phrase to phrase; yet their pace is quite 
precise, as if conceived of as a whole. Hall 
can get hung up and often settles for run- 
ning one phrase through the changes (a 
much less effective device when employed 
over chords), but more often he finds the 
surprises said to be at this music’s core. 
Catch him backing into his solo on “St. 
Thomas.” a tune by his ex-boss Sonny 
Rollins, or his singing statement on 
Ellington’s ‘‘Prelude to a Kiss.” 

Still, I can’t join the chorus which is 
currently raving over this duo session, 
recorded live last summer in front of an 
audience that sounds no larger than the 
band. Bassist Ron Carter, an unquestion- 
ed boss on his instrument, is surprisingly 
straightforward in this situation, closer to 
competent studioman (which he is) than 
bass wizard (which he at least was). The 
duo set-up may be the major restraining 
element, although more freedom should 
unfold in such one-on-one situations. 
More probably it is the program that kept 
Carter’s adrenalin low: at this stage in 
time, do Remember April,” “Autumn 
Leaves” and ‘Alone Together” excite 
you? 


One way out of the jazz guitarist’s box 
is to incorporate what the record industry 
would call more ‘‘now’’ elements. 
Hungarian-born Gabor Szabo, with his 
gypsy references and modal tunes, is sure- 
ly closer to the contemporary in his out- 
look, but the results are less interesting 
than for either Pass or Hall. The lines lead 
nowhere, especially when submerged in 
the CTI orchestral sea as they are on side 
two, with little of distinction emerging 
besides Szabo’s brooding sound. 


Shostakovitch’s “Concerto #2” gets the 
jazz-pop-muzak adaptation that is quick- 
ly becoming as commonplace on these 
ventures as the sidemen (yes, Hubert 
Laws, Ron Carter and Billy Cobham are 
present, but Creed Taylor evidently gave 
Don Sebesky the day off, leaving the 
arrangements to Bob James). Side one, 
with just Szabo and the quality rhythm 
players, is more successful if only for the 
sparks struck by percussionists Cobham, 
Jack DeJohnette and Ralph MacDonald. 
Gabor has done worse recently, but time 
only confirms that he, like Charles Lloyd, 
should have stuck with Chico Hamilton. 


A much more persuasive transporting 
of jazz guitar into 1973 is Moses. Jerry 
Hahn was a member of the power house 
John Handy quintet of the mid-sixties 
that also featured Michael White; he 
appeared later as Larry Coryell’s 
successor in the Gary Burton quartet and 
with his own Brotherhood. This free- 
wheeling background underplays Hahn’s 
roots in more traditional styles; he fully 
appreciates and reflects the music of 
Pass-Hall as well as being a mean Kansas 
country picker. With a heavy dose of 
blues and rock guitar in the mix, the end 
product becomes unmistakably uni- 
que—John McLaughlin grown up in 
Wichita! 

Hahn keeps the stylistic tributaries 
flowing on this engaging set of five 
originals and four other pieces. His choice 
of outside material is characteristically 
diverse—works by Miles and Clifford 
Brown, ‘Sunshine Superman” and ‘Full 
Moon and Empty Arms’’—but the 
original material is the true core of the 
album. Most of the originals begin as very 
simple riffs which then get poked and 
jabbed by Hahn’s unmoored guitar lines 
and the loose rhvthms of bassist Mel 
Graves and drummer George Marsh. Merl 
Saunders, who completes the quartet on 
organ and synthesizer, stays out of the 
way for the most part. I’ll bet that Hahn 
mixed his track down. Most of the space 
belongs to Jerry, and except for an ex- 
cessive dependence on the wah-wah he is 
able to keep the. ideas coming with 
technique and fire. Currently back in 
Wichita teaching guitar and getting 
religion (the Christian variety), Jerry’s 


career is apparently at the point where 
the public could easily lose track of his 
talents; then again, the Kansas solitude 
may be just what he needs in preparation 
for future explorations. For good as this 
album is, Hahn can be much better. 
Hopefully, we will have the chance to hear 


him. —Bob Blumenthal

Bach can take a fair amount of mis- 
treatment and emerge with only bruises. 
Certainly his music will sound thrilling to 
the uninitiated on Wanda Wilkomirska’s 
new solo violin recording: the pieces 
themselves, of course are brilliant, their 
part-writing as full as possible. In most of 
the movements, especially the faster, 
dance-like ones, Ms. Wilkomirska plays 
briskly, in tune, almost mechanically. 
However in the two famous movements 
(the first sonata’s fugue and the second 
partita’s chaconne) she take the grand, 
spooky approach, burdening the music 
with an anguish it doesn’t endure very 
well. She leaps from chord to chord like a 


sure-footed child hopping over stones in a 
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stream. But her pitch does go off several : 
times—splash—and the attitude is 


otherwise not 18th-century. 


The competition in the big, portentous ; 


complete sets of Grumiaux (Philips) and 
Szeryng (the stunning stereo version on 
DGG). They are beautiful in execution, 
gorgeous in sound. Heifetz’s slick mono 
set is probably for fans; B.U. professor 
Roman Tottenberg’s sour M.H.S. set is to 
be avoided. The happiest playing—small 
and clean— of this music is currently 
available on Szeryng’s mono Odyssey 
album. 

Igor Kipnis is a witty, astute music 
critic, particularly of Bach. Also, his 
harpsichord playing has long been highly 
lauded (this release has inspired critical 
excess such as one seldom sees.) I cannot 
figure why: the phrasing-and rhythms in 


his performances here of several of Bach's" 


splendid, little-known toccatas and 
preludes sound absolutely wrong-headed. 
“French” is one adjective that might 
briefly apply to his timing. Groups of 
three, four and five ascending or descen- 
ding notes, the commonest of occurences 
in Bach, are everywhere speeded up or 
slowed; longer lines are similarly distend-

ed. There are pronounced staccatos and 


legatos, but they are not uniformly 
applied. I find this quite irritating, 
though others may not. 

Leonhardt’s mono Art of Fugue is 
welcome (I cannot discover when it was 
first released). The playing is lucid and 
regular, albeit a little slow. The sound is 
fine, though the artist's instrument is 
harsh in color, almost ugly, being 
probably the same one he used for his 
Vanguard ‘‘Goldberg”’ Variations (cf. his 
superior version of them on Telefunken, 
with a more silvery harpsichord). This 
magnificent work needs no selling from 
me; Leonhardt does full justice to its 
monumentality, and his is, I believe, the 
only current harpsichord version (Bach 
did not designate the performance in- 
strument). Typically, Leonhardt'’s is ever- 
so-slightly dull, as is Rogg’s (organ). Yet 
it’s recommended, the playing per se I 
find much more appropriate to the master 
than Kipnis’s.

Finally, the crowds watching the Walt 
Disney movie shuffled out and the great 
serpent of people began to enter. The 
Music Hall is weird. The stage is shaped 
like the hatch shell, great concentric rings 
rising above an enormous stage. The more 
expensive seats are two miles further 
away from stage than the cheaper ones. 
aping the European practice of reserving 
the orchestra for the hoi polloi. 

Some d.j. came out to beg the 
audience's patience while the hall filled 
up, but since it was a George Wein 
production, things really began at 
reasonable hour, 12:30. And since it was a 
George Wein production, the audience 
was treated to the greats of jazz shuffling 
on and off stage in mechanical precision 
like so many first-time vaudville acts 
working the applause meter. A simple for- 
mula: bring on the first group of all stars, 
wind them up on a dumb bop tune, let 
everyone take a fast two or four choruses, 
let it roll for about forty minutes, then 
usher them off and bring on the next crew. 

The first group featured Elvin Jones, 
Cedar Walton, Ted Dunbar on guitar, 
Cecil McBee on bass, Freddie Hubbard, 
Garnett Brown, Howard Johnson, Tom 
Scott, Clifford Jordan and Marvin Peter- 
son. As I was leaving in disgust at the end 
of the first set, | the m.c. began to an- 
nounce Clark Terry and Roy 
Haynes...and a cast of thousands. 


The only musicians who emerged from 
this fiasco with something of merit were 
Cedar Walton, whoe delicate pianistics 
survived the presentation, and Marvin 
Peterson, who insisted on taking more 
than two choruses and attempted to 
breathe some fire into the ridiculous 
event. Even Elvin sounded muddy and 
uncertain during his obligatory drum solo. 
But the audience loved it. How they ate it 
up and screamed for more! They gave 
standing ovations for everyone and brave 
spirits even shouted out requests, as if the 
entire affair had not been pre-ordained. 
The Midnight Jam Session is like one of 
those giant boxes of ‘Whitman 
chocolate samplers with a taste of 
something for everyone. On paper, the 
jam would appear to offer the best 
bargain for the money. Where else could 
you see the aforementioned musicians 


plus Gato Barbieri, Blackwell, Ayres, 
Dewey Redman, Getz, Garrison, Kirk, 
and more all for the price of one ticket? 
And lose a night's sleep besides? 


July 2: Roseland Ballroom (Ellington, 
Basie, Herman) 


Talk about motley crews .... The 
Roseland Ballroom’s program of big 
bands has attracted the strangest 
audience of the festival. The triple lure of 
Basie, Ellington and Woody Herman have 
brought out the middle-aged lovers of sw- 
ing, who rightly thought they were going 
to a ball and dressed accordingly, plus the 
black fans of jazz’s most illustrious 
talents, plus the Woodstock nation, plus a 
smattering of Newport talent out for an 
evening’s entertainment and enlighten- 
ment. 

The Roseland Ballroom is an elegant 
old cave, about 70 yards long, with a 
broad orchestra stage in the middle. In 
the lobby are several glass trophy cases 
filled with cheap gold and a sign that 
says, ‘‘These beautiful trophies are 
awarded every Thursday and Friday 
evenings . . .”” Above the stage hangs an 
electric sign of the American flag, blink- 
ing with brilliant pinpricks of light. 

Woody Herman’s Herd appears looking 
like a crowd of kids playing hooky from 
high school, and the audience presses 
close to the stage, oldsters and youngsters 
alike, acting as if it were a regular sit-on- 
the-floor rock concert rather than a ball. 
The Herd begins with a fast blues shuffle 
accompanied by some delightful electric 
piano. Band unknown. Woody, sharp in a 
beige suit, ventures to the lip of the stage 
and exclaims in mock horror, “Oh my 
God! Why aren’t you people dancing?” 
He was to become increasingly upset at 
the absence of dancers as his set con- 
tinued. 

The Young Herd proved to be a for- 
midable group of swingers despite their 
appearance, and the band crackled with 
slick energy. The press near the stage 
thickened throughout the evening, with 
freak types and elegantly dressed middle- 
aged couples politely jostling each other 
for elbow room. A veritable thicket of 
photographers appropriated the raised 
dance platform and surrounded the 


soloists from all sides at all times. 

They played Chick Corea’s “La Fiesta” 
at a breathtaking pace, flute and piano 
locked in a happy duet. They played a 
somewhat vague but stirring 
“‘Woodchopper’s Ball” and then “Satin 
Doll,’’ because, Woody announced, 
‘“‘Basie'll be here later."’ Heh-heh. It’s 
hard to keep track of who wrote what 
when you're on the road. 

Woody attempted to goad the crowd 
into dance-action be applying some un- 
fortunate pseudo-contemporary slang in 
the most unfortunate manner, begging 
“for some groovy dancers who are really 
with it to get with it .. .”” “So join me 
because I’m trying to live in this day and 
age.” There is something jarring about 
persons trying to form their mouths 
around unfamiliar words. 

But wonder! Woody’s plea bore bright 
fruit as a most spectacular couple took the 
stage and proceeded to really hop; she, 


black and gorgeous, 25 years old, in a 


bright blue pants suit and swiftly discard- 
ed platforms; he, dapper and sixtyish in a 
nice black suit with a pinched waist and 
flared lapels, a blue silk handkerchief 
stuck in his pocket. 

Woody's set ended and the crowd mill- 
ed and churned, more people than ever 
before. Joe Zawinul wandered through the 
audience, his eyes unfocused. By the time 
Ellington came on, available danceé*space 
in that giant ballroom had dwindled to 
just enough floor for a short game of four- 
square. They were, of course, saving Basie 
for last so that he could play “One 
O’Clock Jump” at one o’clock. 

Ellington was as sweet and as smooth 
as ever. However, Paul Gonsalves was 
snockered, the sound system was woefully 
inadequate, and there were “singers.” 
They began with “Perdido,”’ sans Duke, 
who walked onstage to the familiar strains 
of “A Train.” Then “Mood Indigo,” dur- 
ing which the Duke broke into some 
stylish stride, demonstrating that he still 
can control the keys. Old vet Johnny 
Coles, wearing his favorite pill cap, went 
to the front of the stage to engage Harold 
Minerve in an engaging duet, Coles on 
trumpet, Minerve on tenor. 

Presently, the Duke welcomed a 
Swedish singer by the name of Nita 
Moore who scatted her way competently 
but unspectacularly through a couple of 
songs. Enter singer Tonly Watkins with a 
soporific baritone that reduced all songs 
to the same level. He and Moore sang 
together and apart, but the results were 
the same. The band played “Basin St. 


Blues,” Harold “Money” Johnson sang 
“Hello Dolly,” and they ended with a 
smooth, limp version of ‘Love You 
Madly.” 

It was a ball for dancing, even though 
no one danced, and the Duke had played 
accordingly. 

By this time the crowd had swelled into 
a single, impenetrable thicket of flesh and 
it was nearing one o'clock. I didn’t make it 
myself. 


July 4 Louis Armstrong Stadium 


The Louis Armstrong Stadium, nee the 
Singer Bowl, lies at the site of the old New 
York World’s Fair, directly under the 
flight path of planes entering and leaving 
LaGuardia. An auspicious site for a jazz 
concert, no? The skies threatened all 
manner of meteorological grief for most of 
the afternoon, but they did not deliver 
and no one was electrocuted. 

Before the concert could begin, a string 


_ of speakers clawed their way to the 


podium to do honor to the great Jazzman. 
Not only did the scream of the jets drown 
out their remarks, but police helicopters 
and interested parties in private 
helicopters buzzed the bowl, further com- 
plicating matters. Then the Mayor got up 
and made points by announcing that he 
was phoning Federal Aviation Control to 
have the flights re-routed for the duration 
of the concert. Hooray for Lindsay. Linsay 
gave Mrs. Armstrong the Handel Medal. 


Speeches were short, spirits were high, 


and they ushered on the first group which 
included Max Kaminsky, Wild Bill 
Davidson and Joe Newman on trumpets. 
They roared through “Struttin’ With 
Some Barbecue”’ and midway through the 
song, like a giant apparition from Hell, a 
plaster head of Louis, about five feet high, 
suddenly appeared at the back of the 
stage and slid forward. Max Kaminsky 
was putting out a growling, grinding solo 
while a red and white helecopter, 
presumably carrying cretins and enemies 
of jazz, circled the stadium for a good 
view. 

I cannot quite express the weird at- 
mosphere of horror and parody that the 
giant head of Louis gave the stage, es- 
pecially when it was placed next to a fan- 
tastic painting of Armstrong, called 
‘Legacy of Love”’ that had been rendered 
by a local artist. 

For students of military procedure and 
George Wein in particular, this was the 
concert to study. It was organized to the 
nth degree and groups were ushered on

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Theatre: Shoot-up 


at the Loeb

LONG DAY’S JOURNEY INTO 
NIGHT by Eugene O’Neill, Directed 
by Pirie MacDonald, Scenic Design 
by Franco Colavecchia. At the Har- 
vard Summer School Repertory 
Theatre, Loeb Drama Center 


There are days, usually summer days, 
which are interminable. And there are 
agonies so keen that not even the distan- 
cing of time and memory can ease them 
into soft focus. Out of his own deeply per- 
sonal knowledge of these companion hells, 
anguish and inertia, the aging Eugene 
O’Neill literally forced himself to fashion 
Long Day’s Journey Into Night. 

The play is considered by just about 
everyone to be his masterwork, but the 
playwright’s considerations in wrenching 
this single “‘day” from a past with which 
he was never wholly reconciled were not 
primarily aesthetic. Long Day’s Journey 
is an attempt to understand and an 
attempt to explain — himself to his 
origins, his origins to himself. It is a bitter 
indictment of the Tyrone family (very ob- 
viously the O’Neills) and at the same time 
a kind of plea for some nonreligious ab- 
solution. It is an embarrassingly intimate 
revelation of guilts and grievances that 
stretch back to childhood and beyond, 
agonizing to write, perhaps more agoniz- 
ing to watch. And it is, for all that, an ab- 
solutely brilliant play and, when com- 
petently performed, an indelible ex- 
perience in the theatre. 

The Loeb production, carefully directed 
by Pirie MacDonald, is highly competent 
and occasionally more than that. 
MacDonald’s direction is for the most 
part meticulous, notable for its restraint 
in handling the intense, often conflicting 
familial emotions that dominate the play. 
Like most of O’Neill’s work, Long Day’s 
Journey is long, often talky and lavishly 
sentimental. It is quite understandably a 
favorite vehicle of scenery chewing, self- 
indulgent actors (Poppa Tyrone, the ac- 
tor, would probably ‘have loved it if it 
wasn’t about him) who weep, flail their 
arms about, and explode through the 3 
hours, all very cathartic for the per- 
formers, no doubt, but excruciating for 
the audience. The Loeb production is 
nicely modulated (at least it is until 
Jamie’s big drunk scene) and punctuated 
with those light, loving moments in which 
the Tyrone family appears, if a little 
tense, almost normal. 

Goodness knows, there is much to be 
tense about and much to engender

bitterness and hostility among them. 
Father Tyrone (read O'Neill) is,a char- 
ming bag of wind; a hack actor who aligns 
: his two greatest passions by insisting that 
Shakespeare was an Irish Catholic. And 
his miserliness is pathological, particular- 
ly as he is worth a quarter of a million in 
land. James Jr. is a hard drinking 
whoremonger who, at 34, has been up to 
little except no good. Young Edmund 
(O'Neill) is batted back and forth 
between them, torn between love and 
loathing and conflicting loyalties. On top 
of that, he has just discovered that he has 
“the consumption” (tuberculosis), in 


‘those days thought to be an inevitable 


prelude to death. Mary Tyrone, the 
mother, is the pivotal figure in the drama. 
Lonely and distraught over her son’s 
illness, she takes refuge in morphine and 
filmy, flimsy recollections of long gone 
happiness. Not a very pretty remem- 
brance of things past. Past but never over. 

MacDonald’s direction is so astute that 
it is baffling to me that he could have 
made such glaring errors in casting. And 
casting is crucial to this play. There are 
only four Tyrones, and MacDonald mis- 
fired on two of them — which is not a 
tremendous average. 


James Pickering as Jamie is at first too 
weak to be really noticeable except for a 
beard that the actor must have insisted on 
keeping but which is totally out of keep- 
ing with the fashion of the period. This is 
the Jamie Tyrone who is a Broadway dan- 
dy, who finds it agonizing to do vardwork 
in the front vard where the neighbors 
might see him? Most inexcusable. 
however, is Pickering's broad playing ot 
his fourth act drunk scene in a stvle which 
is about as comfortable in this low-keved 
production as the Marx Brothers might be 
in a Bergman film. Certainly a scene grac- 
ed already (not once but twice) by a 
punch in the face followed by an ap- 
proximation of “Thanks, kid. I needed 
that’ requires no assistence from an 
overzealous actor to make it laughably 
melodramatic. 

And Eleanor Wilson plays the crucial 
role of the fragile Mary Tyrone like Spring 
Byington in a snit. Ms. Wilson appears to 
be a highly competent actress, but in 
Long Day's Journey she is incredibly mis- 
cast. In spite of some housewifey carping 
about the shabbiness of her house and 
garden and the drudgeries of being an ac- 
tor’s wife, she appears the picture of 
health and stability, calling to mind trips 
to Grandma's and tins of walnut fudge 
more readily than dirty hypodermic 
needles or the agonies of withdrawal. 

For obvious reasons, then, the produc- 
tion’s most vital life springs from the 
relations between Father Tyrone and his 
younger son. Richard Blackburn is easy 
and effective as the introspective Ed- 
mund, harboring indeed the mystic 
of a poet’’ and the sailor's vear- 
ning for perpetual escape. 

But as James Tyrone, Sr., Robert 
Pastene dominates the Loeb production. 
He plays Tyrone as the consummate ac- 
tor, always ‘‘on,” orating even his most 
private thoughts as if he were gaging their 
effectiveness on the listener. And for all 
that, he is remarkably real, irascible, 
likeable, and as vulnerable as any of 
them, the affectation being integral to his 
character. 

Long Day's Journey Into Night is a 
highly subjective experience, so personal 
and yet so awesomely universal that I find 
it difficult to write about without string- 
ing together a lot of vague, “open to your 
own interpretation” type cliches. It is, 
however, to dredge up a more didactic but 
familiar phrase, not something to let slip 
by this summer. Franco Colavecchia's

The Peoples’ Theatre is a kind of grand- 
dad among the urban community 
theatres, having been around in some 
form or other since 1966. Not that their 
presence has been steadily felt. Up to this 
point a nomadic group, they seem to dis- 
appear from time to time, only to resur- 
face in yet another location a few months 
later. This time it’s the courtyard of the 
Cambridge YWCA on Temple Street, and 
the play is Max Frisch’s madly satiric The 
Firebugs. 

The biggest excitement just now for the 
veteran members of the group is that they 
are about to acquire a permanent home, a 
storefront in Inman square. And it’s been 
a long time coming. Apparently all kinds 
of permits are necessary, and of course no 
amateur theatre group is ever rolling in 
money. But the group, which began these 
many years ago as an outgrowth of the 
Civil Rights Movement in the early sixties 


and continues a policy of inter-racial 
casting (so often leading to oddly multi- 
colored familial groups that “we don’t 
even think about it any more’’), will be 
moving to their intimate 70 seat new 
home in the fall. 

The Peoples’ Theatre likes to do at least 
one original play a year and have most 
recently produced Don Lester’s ‘‘Can’t 
Kill Nothin’ and Won’t Nothin’ Die” and 
a comedy about a New York family 
struggling to get on a list of the city’s 106 
neediest welfare cases, ‘““The One Hun- 
dred and First.” The latter moved around 
so much, being performed each weekend 
in a different location, that I never did 


track it down. But I was there for the . 


opening night performance of the Peoples’ 
latest venture, Max Frisch’s The 
Firebugs. And while The Firebugs is cer- 
tainly not a new play, it is as scathing a 
piece of social satire here and now as it 
was when written. 

The play is predicated on the tenet that 
at least where arson is.concerned, “‘he who 
fears action more than disaster” is going 
to get fried. Gottlieb Biedermann is a sup- 
posedly goodhearted German who in- 
advertently harbors a couple of arsonists 
in a spare room in his attic, all this during 


a wave of terrifying arsons all over the ci- 
ty, primarily because he is too timid and 
too determined to be “‘trusting’’ to get 
suspicious. Biedermann certainly doesn’t 
want to look cynical or misanthropic so he 
pretends to think it all a huge joke when 
the arsonists start playing with 
detonators and time fuses and hauling 
huge barrels of gasoline up-to the attic. Of 
course Biedermann isn’t really all that 
goodhearted as he proves in other in- 
stances. The truth is that he’s just too 
damned indecisive to do much more than 
stew in his premonitions of disaster and 
try to ingratiate himself with the 
criminals so that they’ll burn up someone 
besides him. The play is wildly ironic on 
several levels — peppered with obser- 
vations about how the best subterfuge is 
usually the truth and about how regret- 
table it is that the /ower classes still talk 
about those presumably nonexistent class 
differences — and highly entertaining. 
But The Peoples’ Theatre production, 
directed by Barbara Janeway, is decided- 
ly amateur. It should be added, of course, 
that nobody ever claimed otherwise and 
that the emphasis within the group is on 
bringing together a diverse group of peo- 
ple for the sheer enjoyment of par- 


ticipating in the processes of production 
and not on imparting any kind of 
professional luster to the finished 
product. 

Ira Solet is interesting as Biedermann. 
He seems to understand the milquetoast’s 
dilemma and is appropriately mealy- 
mouthed in his relations with his dubious 
“guests,” in the end acquiescing to the 
point of giving them his matches to start 
the fire. Peter Browne and Richard Bloom 
are likewise amusing as the presumptuous 
firebugs, quite obviously enjoying every 
opportunity to be cocky. 

But most of the cast is a little vague on 
what they are supposed to do and when, 
and everyone appears to have trouble 
remembering his lines. There were times 
when I was very much afraid that the 
productions would slow to an absolute 
halt, no one would be able to think of even 
a passable ad lib, and we would all just 
have to go home. But they made it 
through, and I suspect that some of the 
hesitancy will disappear after the cast has 
gotten over those predictable opening 
night jitters. And The Firebugs is a 
spirited play even if the production never 
goes (if you’ll pardon the expression) like 
a house afire.

by too stringent a rating. So the current 
generation of children will have to settle 
for a wishy-washy Tom Sawyer, a thinly 
disguised paragon, not a frontier 
American. 

At other levels, too much of the picture 
looks like it was shot as certain television 
commercials are shot on location. Actors 
gambol silently like Platonic ponies in 
just so many Platonic wheat fields, with 
smiles frozen upon their faces: an agoniz- 
ing bore for the audience. This has much 
more to do with textures and mawkish 
sentiment than it does with narrative. It 
is formula art direction, not good film- 
making. 

The kids all seemed obnoxious, to me, 
with the exception of Jodie Foster as 
Becky Thatcher. Johnny Whitaker seem- 
ed too juvenile for the part of Tom. Jeff 
East was insufficiently irreverent for 
Huck. But it was a treat to see Celeste 
Holm again, and she made a fine Aunt 
Polly. Warren Oates did an un- 
characteristically light-hearted, more 
curious than interesting bit as Muff. 

And finally, the lighting. It is bad. You 


cannot stand between a lighted match 
and a wall and not cast a shadow. Sorry, 
cameraman Frank Stanley, but it’s back 
to the bush leagues for you.

Though it tries to question at least one 
of the double standards of marriage (the 
one which says aging men may marry 
women less than half their age, yet women 
must never marry younger men), 40 
Carats fits right in with those wornout 
rules of male dominance which set the 
double standards in the first place. 

On a vacation to Greece, middle-aged 
Liv Ullmann is quickly won over by the 
youngish, intimidating charms of Edward 


Albert and his motorcycle. He calls her a 


“silly, helpless woman,” and kisses her. 
The beginning of that first kiss is repeated 
again and again, in double exposure with 
the sea, the cliffs, the campfire, and all 
looking very much like the greeting cards 
that have those clear plastic covers folded 
over sugary photographs of couples on the 
beach. 

Back in New York, Ullmann is a career 
woman able to support both daughter and 


mother and still give frequent handouts to 
her ex-husband, a second-rate actor 
(Gene Kelly). Yet she is portrayed as so 
ill-at-ease, excitable, and helpless that 
it’s hard to imagine how she gets by. She 
needs, it seems, a man to run her life, and 
Edward Albert is the one. He turns out to 
be more than a Latin lever; he's a 22-year- 
old steel magnate, a housewife’s fantasy 
combination of love and economics. After 
he proposes, there's an ironic twist: 
Ullmann’s daughter decides to marry the 
43-year-old oil baron everyone thought 
was courting Liv. Nothing in the film is 
any more imaginative than it sounds on 
paper. 

Liv Ullmann is the first of Ingmar 
Bergman's leading ladies to become a 
Hollywood star. Seeing her wide-ranging 
talent tied inside the ninny she portrays 
here is unsettling. to say __ the least. 
Director Katselas coaxcs Bergmanesque 
scenes shot in close-up: Ullmann’s fear- 
filled eyes seem to retreat from their 
sockets, the muscles in her face grow 
tense, but the emotions are incongruous. 
She’s acting like the paranoiac actress she 
played in Persona, but she has nothing to 
be paranoid about. The passions which 
distilled human isolation in the earlier 
film don't work in this trivial Broadway 
romance. She doesn't fit her role: it’s not 
worth fitting.

and off stage like models at a fashion 
show. No one save Ella Fitzgerald got to 
play more than two selections; when Sun 
Ra failed to appear within about thirty 
seconds of his stage call, George sub- 
stituted a trombone player. 

Ellis Larkin did a nice, impressionistic 
version of “Blues In My Heart.’’ Gene 
Krupa appeared with tenor player Eddie 
Shue. who has played with Buddy Rich, 
and captained a muted version of 
*Tenderly,”’ then “Don't Be That Way.” 
Krupa was largely inaudible, except for 
some brief instants of flash towards the 
end. Suddenly, huge blasts of distortion 
assaulted the audience, as if the jet planes 
had channeled into the sound system. 

George got very upset and started to 
abuse his sound man, but everything 
quieted down and the concert continued, 
with Archie Shepp accompanied by a fast 
and frantic Billy Tavlor on piano, Reggie 
Workman on bass and Beaver Harris on 
drums. Shepp, who can play all ways, 
delivered a nice, blistering bop version of 
“Sweet Georgia Brown” which was not so 
surprising to anyone who has listened to 
Shepp over the years, but was pretty un- 
expected to the various and sundry 
festival hosts and guest M.C.s. Wein 
came out immediately afterward, gushing 


about “the so-called avant garde who 
related to Louis . . Well, of course. 
Roy Eldridge Sextet was next, and 


while Roy's chops were somewhat sloppy, 
Bob Pratt's articulate trombone was on 
the mark and Roy sang a loveable, jum- 
ping version of “Crazy Bout You Baby” 
with able vocal backing irom his group. 
During this performance, the sun came 
out and the groovy, with-it jerks in the 25 
dollar section stuck up their umbrellas to 
keep the nasty old sun off their delicate 
brows, oblivious to their obstruction of 
the stage. 

Emmie Kemp next played piano and 
sang “I Remember April.” It was fine. 
Enter Eubie Blake. who, at 90 was feeling 


good and whipped out a spritely 
“Charleston Rag,’’ which he wrote in 
1899. Then he took “Stars and Stripes 
Forever” in. stride and Wein led him 
offstage before he could steal the whole 
show. 


One of the numerous M.C.s began to 
make fatuous remarks about Sun Ra, the 
avant garde and Louis, until Wein noticed 
that the entire group was not ready to spr- 
ing on stage to deliver their clockwork 
song. “Let’s hold it!” he shouted. ‘Let's 
hold it! Bring out Turk Murphy’s Band.” 


Next, a prospect that would send even 
the most hardened concert goer screaming 
into the streets, shredding his program 
and stuffing it in his ears. Not one, not 
two, not three, but four — count them — 
four Brubecks. They forged through 
“When the Saints” and another nameless 
tune before Sun Ra got it together. 


Sun Ra’s fifteen minutes session was 
bewildering and unmusical, John Gilmore 
attempting to salvage the situation with 
some frenetic tenor work, but there was 
nothing they could do given the space 
allotted. Blah. 


Time for trumpets. Freddie Hubbard, 
Diz, Howard McGhee, backed by Elvin 
Jones, Billy Taylor and Larry Ridley. 
Whoops, looks like Louis Jordan is going 
to pre-empt everyone for an almost mock- 
ing, superfluous rendition of ‘Hello 
Dolly.” And he did. Jordan hammed it 


up as far as it would go, then split before ° 


he could be felled by a missile. Goodbye 
Louis, hello Freddie. 


Freddie Hubbard humbly announced 
“Summertime” in honor of the greatest 
jazz trumpeter who ever lived, and 
proceeded to add the first fresh music of 
the concert in his unmistakable, fan- 
tastically clear tones. It was short, and it 


was slow, and it was beautiful. Goodbye 
Freddie, hello Howard McGhee, who 
played a slow “Meditation.” 


Then the Mayor split and the planes 
began again, keeping up their attacks 
every two minutes until the end of the 
concert. Dizzy did a slow ‘‘Basin 
St. Blues,” followed by James Spaulding, 
who played a slow “Warm Valley.” Jim- 
my Owens, still playing off Elvin, Billy, 
and Barry, played an exquisite, fast blues 
on his flugelhorn. Although there were 
plenty of empty seats all over the 
stadium, including the ritzy section, the 
police matrons were most zealous about 
keeping everyone in their proper places. 


Time for Ella, and she was as strong as 
ever. She sang ‘Satin Doll,” singing all 
over the place, the audience going crazy 
for her, as usual, and she deserved it. 
Then “Lemon Drop,”’ which segued 
delightfully into “Cheek to Cheek,” plus 
“The Man I Love.” By this time, the con- 
cert had stretched to that magical point of 
diminishing returns for this writer, and 
we called it a day. Most song titles 
thoughtfully supplied by Ernie San- 
tosuosso, who knows every song ever 
written. 


Finally, when all the concerts I could 
digest had been digested, I had the feeling 
that the Newport Jazz Festival is not the 
most ideal setting in which to listen to 
jazz. Jazz is a music which must con- 
stantly renew itself with energy and fresh 
ideas. When the stupendous outpour of 
energy necessary to sustain the music 
slackens the music ceases to fulfill its 
destiny. Jazz is a bastard art form and 
improvisation is its life blood. The New- 
port Festival does not provide a 
framework for fresh ideas. There were 
enough modern young players available, 
but Newport was more concerned with 
consolidating its hard-earned and 
tenuous position as a “legitimate” form of 
high class entertainment. Hence the 
preponderance of great jazz names; the 
exaltation of tradional melody, best ex- 
emplified by the Salute to the American 
Song. And when Archie Shepp favored 


the audience with a conventional version 
of “Sweet Georgia,” all the M.C.s gushed 
with badly faked wonder and heaety © con- 
cealed satisfaction. - 
The Newport Festival thrives on star- 
dom. As bad as the Radio City Midnight 
Jams were you couldn't tell it from the 
predominantly young crowd who was 
cheering the program more than the 
music. All those Big Names keep Newport 
afloat, and besides, every art needs its 
conventions. 


With performers being hustled on and 
off stage like so many new acts at an audi- 
tion, no one had enough time to think 
about what they were playing. Beautiful 
music abounded throughout the festival, 
but it was the beauty of old faces and safe 
footwork. I guess what I’m trying to say is 
that you can hear a lot more jazz by spen- 
ding an evening with serious creative 
musicians who are willing to sink an in- 
definite period of time into their art than 
by attending all the Newport concerts 
together with their excellent, polished 
pieces of nostalgia. 


And, from our other Newport. correspon- 
dent, come these comments: 


In addition to the regular George Wein 
produced Newport concerts there were the 
New York Musicians Festival concerts 
which included Carlos Garnett and Nor- 
man Connors, at Alice Tully Hall and 
several locations in the five boroughs of 
the city; special concerts at the Apollo 
Theatre in Harlem; three groups a night 
at Sam Rivers’s Studio RivBea; 
workshops at N.Y.U. sponsored by the 
Jazz Composers Orchestra Association; a 
nightly festival put on by the musicians’ 
coop called Free Life Communication, 
and activities at some twenty clubs 
around town .. . easily over 100 events in 
ten days. 

Last year the main festival was design- 
ed so that, if you were crazy enough, you 
could have caught two different programs 
inone evening, the early show at 
Carnegie Hall and the late show

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Books: Oldies But Goodies

A Russian Beauty and Other 
Stories by Vladimir Nabokov. New 
York: McGraw-Hill. 268 pp. $7.95. 


Vladimir Nabokov, possessing a true 
modernist sensibility, knows that it’s all 
too simple a matter to make a reader 
forget he is reading. But, let a reader 
become ‘self-conscious about what he is 
doing and all his energy will go into 
second-guessing you. It is safe to assume 
that the contemporary reader comes 
equipped with automated self- 
consciousness. The trick in fiction, as in 
other modernist arts, is to provide some 
respite from this condition, not just a 
quick exit into its opposite. Nabokov’s 
solution has been to invent a story, an 
author, and a reader all at the same time, 
and so that they are mutually plausible, 
so to speak. It seems clear that the only 
way an author can get the reader he wants 
is by inventing him. But, since the given 
material includes flesh and blood readers, 
this invention has to proceed under wraps 

.which can only be lifted from time to 
time, to provide a glimpse of mirrors and 
levers. The reader has to be shown and 
compelled to acknowledge certain things 
about what it means to be a reader of fic- 
tion. “Lolita” and ‘Pale Fire” are both 
constructed so that each text specifies a 
narrator, a reader with a certain attitude 
toward experience and himself, and an 
author behind them both, chuckling. 

Russian Beauty and Other Stories” 
is a collection of stories written in Russian 
during the ‘20's and “30's and translated 
by the author and his son Dmitri. (The ti- 
tle story is translated by Simon 
Karlinsky.) 

These early fictions show Nabokov 
already skillful enough to keep the reader 
in touch with his role as reader (or as the 
stuff of a reader) without spoiling the 
story for him. In Leonardo,” 
Nabokov begins by setting up the scenery 
before the reader's eves. Before long there 
are characters passing by. A gawky 
bookish fellow takes a room in the house 
of two coarse violent. brothers, The lodger. 
is zealous of his privacy and this provokes 
the brothers. They become aggressively 
curious; they harass and intimidate him, 
and although he is not a very attractive 
character, he gets our sympathy because 

we've all been bullied in some way or 


other. Eventually, the brothers steer him 
into a situation where they can excuse 
venting the violence they feel toward him. 
They beat him up and murder him. We 
are appalled; what kind of author is this 
Nabokov? Still, a little fictive sadism can 
be exhilarating; it’s not our responsibility. 
The morning after the murder, one 
brother informs the other that their vic- 
tim was in fact a convicted counterfeiter 
whom the police assume to have been 
knifed by ‘an accomplice.” The ac- 
complice, of course, is Nabokov, himself a 
counterfeiter, a ‘“‘leonardo.”’ Just so we 
won't miss him, Nabokov disclaims that 
even he had any knowlege of the lodger'’s 
true character, then he packs away the 
scenery with mock disappointment. Just 
as the counterfeiter managed to pass a 
phony ten to the brothers before they kill- 
ed him, Nabokov sticks us with a misplac- 
ed sympathy, a feeling for which there is 
no real use, not because the sympathetic 
figure turned out to be a crook, but 
because there is no real person present, 
just marks on paper. Since we understand 
our experience (of other people especial- 
ly) by making up stories about it, title to 
our own feelings, conviction in their 
authenticity, only comes with 
acknowledgement of our own authorship. 
This is what Nabokov seems to maintain 
throughout his work, in consequence of 
which he is accused from time to time of 
denying the need or efficacy of human 
feeling. All he wants us to know is who 
and what gives rise to our feelings. And he 
wants us to learn to know this without 
resort to an alienating schema like psy- 
choanalysis; most of his prefaces contain 
a swipe at Freudian critics, if they can be 
supposed to exist. No real self-awareness 
— a sense of humor, Nabokov seems 
to s 

ia. “ultima Thule,” the narrator, ad- 
dressing his dead wife, relates his effort to 
contact her or at least to get reassured 
that her existence continued. It seems 
that an acquaintance of theirs named 
Falter was seized with a fit of revelation 


about the true nature of the universe. 


When a well-known psychiatrist dies of a 
heart attack while interviewing him, 
Falter explains that he simply told the 
man too much and the shock of the truth 
he was unprepared for killed him. The 
narrator tries to pry the secret of the un- 


iverse out of him without success, though 
their dialogue is dazzling, an early exam- 
ple of word-golf. As long as we forget 
which universe we're reading about, we 
pant after the secret, like the narrator, 
like Faust. Falter even says ‘At the mo- 
ment all I do is deny.”’ But his denial is 
not verbal, it consists in the literary il- 
lusionism that makes us think of him as a 
person. He even admits to the narrator: 
“amid all that piffle and prate I in- 
advertently gave myself away — only two 
or three words, but in them flashed a 
fringe of absolute insight — luckily, 
though, you paid no attention.” The 
narrator gives up. The absolute truth, the 
secret he couldn’t see, is there to be seen 
in every word, not just two or three — as 
the narrator says, Falter’s ‘‘last 
pronouncement was as much a mockery 
as all the preceding ones.”’ The secret of 
their universe, as we can plainly see from 
outside it, is that it is wholly the construc- 
tion of Vladimir Nabokov. 

Thanks to a loving translation, it is 
possible to imagine why the Russian 
emigre critics of the time had such a high 
regard for Nabokov’s stories when they 
first appeared pseudonymously in emigre 
periodicals. As usual, he pulls off some 
daring scenes, such as the end of “An Af- 
fair of Honor,” with vigorous skill. And 
compare the whole of “Terra Incognita” 
with Julio Cortazar’s “The Night Face 
Up,”’ which is essentially the same story. 
The comparison is embarrassing, and 
Cortazar is a good writer. 

These stories are a feast, with only one 
or two dishes badly seasoned. And I think 
they would be a good introduction to 
Nabokov for anyone on a meat-and- 
potatoes diet of contemporary American 
fiction. 


GOLDEN STATE, by Frank Bidart, 
Braziller. Hardcover, $5.95; Paper- 
back, $2.95. 


In his new book, The Dolphin, which I 
wrote about several weeks ago, Robert 
Lowell, quotes an- Oxford -don insisting 
that ‘Nothing pushing the personal 
should be published.’ How far we’ve 
come from that view! Lowell’s own 
“Skunk Hour,” in which the poet express- 
ed a subtle identification with skunks, 
“that' march on their soles up Main 


Street,” and Sylvia Plath’s evocation of 
the Nazi mind (some real “negative 
capability” there) provoked considerable 
discussion of what M.L. Rosenthal was 
unfortunate enough to call the new 
“confessional” poetry. Since 1959, when 
he invented this label in response to the 
publication of Lowell’s Life Studies, 
critics have had to contend with the un- 
prompted outpourings of a crowd of 
troubled writers, all eager to demonstrate 
that the unconscious content of psy- 
choanalysis is literature, the composition 
of which requires no other talent than to 
be shameless. _ 

Frank Bidart’s Golden State is even 
more remarkable than it appears, just 
because it manages to circumvent the dif- 
ficulties implicit in drawing on the 
material of one’s own “‘case;”’ the title 
poem is a long document (over thirty 
pages), written close to the borders of 
prose, which explores Bidart’s relation to 
his past. More a novel than a poem, but 
with a poem's linguistic density, these 
chapters of a life are at once disastrous 
and sorid, luminous and sad. ‘California 
Plush” begins in Bishop, a smail town 
where memory is poverty, 


Not merely poverty of means, 
but poverty of history, of awareness of 
the ways men have found to live. 


Existence becomes an ordeal, in his 
parents’ lives, of alcoholism, betrayal, in- 
fidelity, divorce, told in the weird, collo- 
quial voices of people whose only history 
is the damage inflicted on themselves and 
others in a Los Angeles landscape where 
“lanes are stacked six deep.” Once, 
Bidart recalls ‘tthe lovely congruent 
elegance/ of revolutionary architecture” 
that graces Cambridge, and compares it 
to the ersatz New England decor of the 
bar where he watches his father “‘drink his 
way into garrulous, shaky defensiveness.” 
Out of barrenness, Bidart has produced 
richness: in capturing our rude American 
diction (his mother says of her second 
husband, an ignorant Texan, “I always 
liked the horse’s asses’’); in showing that 
the most intimate traumas can be reflec- 
tive of a region, a temperament, an era; 
and in illustrating a thesis crucial to both 
psychoanalysis and history, that ‘‘the 
past in maiming us,/ makes us.”

Yet, despite the 
surfeit of events, this year the 
names McCoy Tyner, Herbie

Orchestra, Pharoah Sanders, 
Ornette Coleman, Cecil Taylor 
and of course Miles were con- 
spicuously absent from the 
program. 

Next year, the festival’s 
producers plan fewer events and 
an avoidance of overlapping or 
simultaneous concerts.
